week. Several waggon loads left this 
morning for the Upper Gatineau. This 
would indicate that the anticipations of 
Inmberers are of a buoyant nature as to 
the advent of better times next year.” 


Tue CentenntaL Awarps.—Our readers 
have doubtless noticed with a great deal of 
satisfaction the considerable number of 
awards made at the Centennial Exposition 
in favor of exhibitors from this town and 
county. In this connection it may not be 
uninteresting to give a description, which 
we copy from the New York Times, of the 
manner in which the awardsare made. The 
Times says of the twenty-six groups into 
which the items of the Exposition have 
been divided : ‘‘ Under the system of: 
awards there were one hundred and twen- 
ty-five judges, instead of the much larger 
number of jurors by whom the awards at 
the Vienna and other exhibitions were 
made. The system differs from the others 
in giving medals, all of bronze, to exhibit- 
ors of small articles, and in explaining the 
element of merit in each exhibit, but not 

pronouncing any one as superior to the 
others. Where articles were worthy of an 

award because of some peculiar merit, the 

judges have made the award and given the 
reasons for it, but no product is pronounc- 
ed the best of its class. Each medal is thus 
accompanied by a brief report, stating 
why the oxhibit was deemed worthy of 
award, and a copy of this report, which is 

signed by a judge, and approved of by as 
many in the examining group as concurred 
in it, is to be furnished the exhibitor, with 
authority to reproduce it in any way deem- 
ed most to his adyantage. It is in this 
substitution of the written opinion of tne 
judges in each case, in place of the anony- 
mous verdict of a jury,and not in the med- 

als, that the value of the awards consists. 

Of course, tinder this plan, several awards 

may be given in the same class of articles 


based upon the same or upon differing 
qualities.” It will thus be seen that under 
this system an award is much more yalua- 
ble and more dificult to obtain than under 
the old jury system, therefore our local ex- 
hibitors are all the more to be congratulat- 
ed on their success, 

—The Chinese are returning by hundreds 
to the Flowery kingdom.

Lonpox, Oct. 3.—A special despatch from 
Berlin to the 7'imes says that considerable 
portions of the Rusdian army have received 
orders to bé réady for immediate concentra- 
tion. Cavalry and field artillery aro now on 
a war footing, and the infantry are ready to 
march, 

Brtanaper, Oct. 2.—An official despatch 
says 20,000 Turks with forty cannon attacked 
the Servian army on Saturday near Gredictia. 
They, were completely repulsed with heavy 
los’, afteF twelve hours’ fighting. 

Loxvox, Oct. 2.—A despatch to the Times 
from Serajoro states that 2,500 armed Aus- 
trian Slavonians entered Bosnia on Saturday*

vika,

Many seom to think thoy may 
adopt froo trade or protection or prohibi- 
tion as a maxim, and by deciding for oneor 
other save themselves all further trouble in 
tho'study of political economy, ‘This is a 
great fallacy, Tho noceasity of an intimate 
fror ledge of commercial interests must al- 
ways remain, and must be carefully ob- 
served, Maxims aro short roads to error 
for the ignorant and idle, Thequestion can- 
not be separated from the consideration of 
revenue. Direct taxation is abhorred, 
while custom duties are paid with singular 
choerfulness. Now, suppose a Canadian 
drover pays to the American Custom 
House $1,000 duty on cattle which he ex- 
ports to the States, he sells at the market 
price inthe United States—neither moro 
not less—so the consumers say they do nob 
pay any duty and aro content. ~ Editors of 
a certain class say the drover did not pay 
the duty, for he got a better price after 
all costs thaniin Canada, and so nobody 
seéms to have paid it, and the United 
States Government got the money, and 
otherwise would haye had $1,000 more 
profit and could have paid a higher price 
tous. Surely, if this is so pleasant a way 
of raising revenue, Canada ought to have 
more of it. It seems remarkably good for 
the States,

If they pay it 
in import duties ay have not to pay it 
again, and it is probably the most conyeni- 
ent way of paying it. In the case of the 
drover itappears the consumers intheStates 
did not pay tax, but, as the drover paid it, 
the consumers of the United States had 
$1,000 less taxes to pay. Similarly, if 
Americans import to this country and pay 
duty, we pay no more for the goods im- 
ported than to our own merchants, and 
have less taxes too, by the amount’ paid by 
the Americans. The great art of states- 
manship is to manage these great interests 
of the country skilfully. A Government 
may be negligent or ill-vested in these mat- 
ters or even traitorous and corrupt, and by 
allowing most unfair advantage may gather 
serious depression ona country ;a more 
enorgetié and skilful. government may re- 
storé thesame conntry to prosperity. Whiat 
is the use of a government but to seo that 
the people have fair play in their foreign 
as well as home trade? Our finest farms 
have been exhausted because we are forced 
to grow consecutively, year after year such 
grain only.as we can export. Every ‘vil- 
ago raises the value.of land in its neighbor- 
hood. Agriculture improves and is more 
prodiableg by reason. of itsshome ymarket, 
‘or the kinds of produce which we cannot 
export. Agriculture can never thrive with- 
out neighboring jmanufactures; | [tis so 
pa that we marvel anyone fails to see it. 

ore industries, more villages and towns 
over the country we must have, and if pro- 
tection will encourage their growth, let it 
be liberally peaatedl till they can stand 
alone. 

Americans may squelch more of our in- 
fant industries than sugar refining if allow- 
ed todoso, With our railways at their 
service more than our own, with a most.un- 
just discrimination in freight (against ‘ 
they can send into our markets, com ing 
cattle to lower our prices below cost, we 
may as well move west at once, for our im- 
porting corn cheaper than we can raise it 
is not an adequate remedy; the corn and 
cattle must be raised together for economy. 
They .can flood us with inferior paper 
money and depreciated silver—and all feel 
theannoyance requiring strenuous efforts to 
relieve us. But whyfshall men of all 
parties be so eager for reciprocity on a fair 
basis, while some strange editors persuade 
us that free trado, pure and simple, i4 best 
for us, whether other countries charge us 
duties or not. This simply means that 
Canadians are to pay double taxes ; first 
for their own revenue and next for foreign 
revenue. Such a proposition ‘is surely 
monstrously absurd, even if the writers 


were well paid for publishing it, These 
writers show a consistent and  con- 
stant tendency to bring us under 
the States at any cost. We must 


read such papers with distrust and 
see both sides, Depend on it, Americans 
will never concede to any fair treaty while 
they are allowed the run of our country 
free, and exclude us from theirs. We need 
not use the plain word, retaliation, but, in 
justice to Canadians, our tariff should bo 
stiffly re-adjusted, with a view to Ameri- 
can customs. It is surely absurd to say 
protection has ruined American industries, 

0 ruined state ever paid off an enormous 
debt as the United States has done and is 
doing ; in fact, she prospers amazingly un- 
der protection, though she could never 
stand alone better than we can. I arn no. 
party, unfair man, but simply a working 
farmer, writing to farmers to caution them 
against Free Trade bosh, contrary to the 
experience of our sense’, A moderate 
protection has raised our wool and other 
manufactures to an excellence of which we 
are proud—we see it and believe.

The Anglin Printing Scandal. 


(From the St. John N. B., Watchmau,) 
Below wo publish a letter, which appears 
to have been written to mect the statement 
ropentedly made by the Speaker in the 
Freeman, viz :—that the Post Office print. 
ing was done by the Speaker ‘in the Free- 
man Office.” Our correspondent deems it 
important to set the Speaker right on this 
point, which, howover, we take to bo a 
mere ‘ inadvertence” on the part of Mr, 
Speaker in writing, or of some careless 
rinter in setting from his manuscript. If 
fr. Speaker did not ‘‘inadyvertantly” write 
what he is said to have written, to wit, 
that Post Offico printing to the extent of 
38,000 a year, for two or three years past, 
was executed ‘fat the Hreemun Office ;” if, 
indeed, he deliberately’ and wilfully pre- 
sented this view of the case, with intent to 
deceive the Reform Party and the immacu- 
late Reform Government of Canada, then 
this explanation has not come to soon, We 
do not bolieve, however, in raising a host 
of issucs whereon to base charges against 
Mr. Speaker, Wo prefer. indeed, to see 
no personal charges pressed against that 
most cleyated of the eatigace of Cana- 
da, We prefer to.sco the charge and the 
issue confined to the one direct and over- 
whelming line of attack : the impropriety, 
inconsistency and illegality of the Speakerof 
the House of Commons accepting an im- 
mense and immensely profitable amount of 
Government work atthehandsof Ministers; 
and the improper, illegal and corrupting 
award of this work to the Speaker by the 
Government. The transaction was a joint 
transaction, It was a bargain to which 
there were two parties, namely, a Govern- 
ment anxious to secure the support ofa 
Commoner and Speaker who, if hostile, 
mibte seriously embarrassthe Government; 
and a Commoner and Speaker who desired 
to secure all th emoluments,direct or in- 
direct, which his influence and his office 
could bring him. The results of the bar- 
gain are clear as the noon-day, the princi- 
pal result being that neither Mr. Anglin 
nor Mr. Speaker has given the Government 
the slightest~trouble. Mr. “Anglin, the 
great Sectarian School. champion, has not 
once referred to the New Brunswick School 
Bill from his place in Parliament since he 
and the Government came to an under- 
sniping, Mr, Anglin, M. P. for Glou- 
cester, has allowed railway engineers and 
contractors and superintendents to work 
out their own sweet will among his: con- 
stituents. And Mr, Speaker has zealously 
backed up the Government through thick 
and thin in his Freeman newspaper, al- 
though his constituents and the wholo 
country have been protesting against the 
Government’s acts every hour of the day. 
These are the circumstances and consider- 
ations which should be kept in mind, leay- 
ing smaller issuestotake care ef themselves. 


THE “ FREEMAN ” OFFICE. 

To me raitor of the Watcnman. 

T have just returned from an inspection 
of the printing headquarters of His Honor 
the Speaker of the Canadian House of Com- 
mons, Mr, Timothy Warren Anglin. This 
gentleman, as-you are aware,vdits and pub- 
lishes a tri-weekly morning paper in this 
City, the Freeman. Its circulation is quite 
limited. In Rowell’s Newspaper Gazetteer, 
itis placed at, tri-weekly, 600 copies ; 
weekly, 600, The tri-weekly is sold at 
$2.50 year, or 2 cents per copy, the 
weekly at $1 to $1.50 ayear. The printing 
office of the paper is located on the south 
sidé of Prince William street, about one

words. Ihave shown that he has noither 
the presses, the type nor the hands to jus: 
tify such a statemont—a state of things 
sufliciont of themselves co negative Mr. 
Anglin’s statement thus publicly made and 
repeated. But in order to overwhelin Mr. 
Anglin with confusion I will explain exact- 


| ly how and whore the Post Office printing 
| has been done. 


When, at the instigation of Ministers 
Burpee and Smith, Postmaster Genoral D, 
A. Maedonald ordered the Post Office 
printing for Now Brunswick to be given to 
Speaker Anglin, the latter, knowing how 
impossible it was to perform the work ‘ in 
the Freeman office,” arranged with Mr. G, 
J. Chubb (known as Chubb & Co., sta- 
tioners and job printer#Prince Wm.atroct) 
to execute the work in his office. Mr. 
Chubb undertook to find the paper and do 
the printing. Mr. Chubb, of course, had 
his own profits both on paper,paper ruling, 
composition and press work, and there can 
bo no doubt that he had a good paying 
profit, too, especially as this was Govern. 
ment work. But Mr, Speaker Anglin’s 
share of the profits had to be provided for; 
so an agreement was made by Speaker An- 
glin with Mr. Chubb, under which the lat- 
ter was to make up the bills for the work 
and to place the totals at such a figure as 
to allow Mr. Anylin tycenty per cent. of the 
gross amount, The twenty per cent.,then, 
is the profit. Mr, Speaker finds in. the Post 
Office printing which he farms out, and 
there can be little doubt. that the country 
has been paying a good deal more than 
twentyper cent. too much for P.O, printing 
under this arrangement. The accounts 
against the Government are made up 
by Mr. Anglin or his clerk from 
memoranda furnished by Mr. Chubb ; the 
checks from the P. O, Department go to 
Mr. Anglin,who hands them to Mr,Chubb, 
who, in turn, pays Mr. Anglin his twenty 
per cent. on the face of the cheek or ac- 
count. Mr. Speaker knows nothing by ex- 
perience of the details of the P. O, print- 
ing. The printing aforesaid never sees the 
inside of “the Freeman Office,” unless the 
packages are carried in to bo mailed from 
there—and even that is doubtful The 
sum total of the Speaker's labors in this 
connection consists of pocketing his com- 
mission of 20 per cent. Any further infor- 
mation under this head—if these details 
are not full enongh—can be obtained by 
enquiry of Mr. G. J, Chubb, stationer and 
printer, Chubb’s corner, Prince Wm. St. ; 
Mr. R. Woodrow, printers’ foreman for 
Mr. Chubb ; Mr. Jordan, book-keeper for 
the same ; Mr, P. Tole, clerk to his Honor 
Speaker Anglin ; and Mr, Speaker himself 
—either or all of whom, if summoned be- 
fore a Parliamentary Committee, will con- 
firm everything here stuted and are ina 
position to add further interesting details, 
if required, 


To sum up ; for this Twenty Per Cent, 
on $8,000 or $12,000 or whatever suin Mr. 
Speaker has received since the advent of 
the Mackenzie Government (he hnd re- 
ceived at least $8,000 some fifteen months 
ago, and has been doing the P. O. printing 
ever since and up to a few days ago) he 
has invested nothing in material and given 
nothing of his time or labor. He has 
simply attended to his other duties or 
walked the strects,—a good deal of the 
latter,—while his ‘‘influence” has been

Anantin Mux Axo Women. —A corros- 
pondont of tho New York Hrpress, travel- 
ling in Arabia, thus describes tho Arabs :— 
Tho Arabs are generally handsome, with 
palo, oval faces, aquiline noses, and large, 
dark yes. ‘They have rather an effeminate 
ami nee, Their dross is almost indeg- 
cribubl Thoy wear a sort of loose, bagey 
pantaloon, fastened at the waist by a sash 
coming down nearly to tho knees, below 
which the entire leg and foot are bare. 
Somo wear sandals. Their heads are crown. 
ed with a turban, and when walking about 
froo from work they wear a long flowing 
cloak with a hood, which ig thrown not un- 
gracefully over theif slioulders; the fabric 
from which it is madé being originally of 
white woollen or worated, but is innocent 
of recent washings, and uncertain in color 
asworn, The women, when seen outdoors, 
are attired ina large white rpbe reaching 
below the knees; full white trowsers fasten- 
od at the ankle, with slippers. Their heads 
and faces are covered, excepting their eyes. 
‘They are possessed of a reasonable share of 
coquetry. So faras I have seen, I do not 
think them as good-looking as the men. 


Hunting S#ars.—lt seems cruel, to 
hunt. this weak creature, whose lack of 
courage is equalled by its caution. — It i 

from three to six feet long,perfectly harm- 
leas and defenceless. It is cautious and 
suspicious, and will dive for the slightest 
cause. Indeed, its apish face, with its 
peculiar expression of curiosity, is in and 
out of the water every minute. Seals live 
in herds ; seal-hunters often find hundreds 
on one ice floe. | Whilst they sleep or sun 
themselves they set a watch, which, being 
killed, the whole herd may often bo taken, 
A seal-hunt is carried on in different ways; 
the most successful is with clubs. Their 
skull is very weak. Our bullets had the 
effect of blowing them to pieces. The 
most fruitful ground for seal-hunting is 
the neighborhood of Newfoundland and 
the lonely island of Jan Mayen, lying 
within the Arctic Qircle. In southern lati- 
tudes they rarely appear, When dead 
they sink very quickly. To the Esyimaux 
the seal and walrus are of universal utility; 
they cut strips out of their skin, make 
dresses, finish their boata,cover their floors 
and walls of their snow huts ; their bones 
they use for the repairing of their sledges 
and weapons ; their fat as fuel, their flesh 
for food ; in a word, wherever Esquimaux 
exist, seal and walrusare eaten,

or light or heavy porter, as the case niay 
be,.to carry the Tuggage. So that you 
have about fourteen men to carry one, and 
when they pet up steam, they can getover 
the ground at five miles anhour. The 
only redeeming feature is that they, by 
their peculiar physical conformation, can 
keep this up for a month, if relieved by a 
halt eyery fourth night. But then it is 
not every man, especially if he have weak 
neryes, who would particularly care about 
being set down at mght in the midst of a 
sandy desert, or primeval forest, especially 
as the devizens of an Indian forest are the 
least desirable companions in the world. 


A Niour ar & Japanes® Inn.—We en- 
tered the village, which was once a@ city 
containing over a million inhabitants, and 
put up ata native hotel, kept in native 
style. Again obeying the custom of ‘un- 
dressing the feet, we passed many guests 
sitting upon mats and making their chop- 
sticks fly in a way that would make a Yan- 
kee enyious even in arailroad eating-house. 
Up stairs we went and were shown into'a 
room whose walls consisted merely of paper 
partitioning one room from another, but 
which were scrupulously clean, Ordering 
supper and some native wine, we were 
quickly served” by a rather good-looking 
maid. While awaiting the results of our 
order, we Were served with * tidbit” pas- 
try and with some sack-ee, also a bowl 
containing live coals, together with pies ; 
after which, giving us time fora smoke, 
the course began with fish, not cooked 
enough for our taste, then eggs, chicken, 
sweet potatoes, rico and tea. No bread 
was served ug nor butter, and the eggs, 
though small;were duly seasoned with rock 
salt ; we made a good meal, rendered awk- 
ward by lack of experience in using the 
chopsticks, which were pencil aed and 
lused by holding or pressifig the food be- 
tween the ends,the guests meanwhile peop- 
ing through the partitions and igehng at 
our frantic efforta to eat gracefully. While 
eating supper the governor of the) place 
sont a constable to obtain our names and 
references, that we might be under police 
protection, we being tho first white men 
that ever spent a night in the place. 
Supper being over, we took a short walk 
through the town, anid as there were 
many pilgrims in the place who had never 
seen a Caucasion before we wero the 
‘ observed of all observers,” especially our 
friend, an Englishman, who is six foot two 
inches in his stocking. fect, making him w 
giant among them. Going back to tho 
hotel our friend asked ua if wo wished » 
bath and shampoo ; answering in the aflir- 
mative, he gave the order, and, hearing a 
long, low. and somewhat, sad. whistle, 
which we heard both by day-and by night 
in Yokohama—and which, though it had 
oxcited our curiosity, we had failed to in- 
quire the reason of —ho wentinto the atroet 
and brought in a blind man, who, ho anid, 
was to do the shampooing. The bath be- 
ing ready, wo went down stairs and were 
shown into a room, whore the ' blind 
man” took us in charge. Commoncing 
with our foot, he knuckled us all over,pry- 
ing in bétweon every joint and muscle of 
our bick and limba, 6xcepting the region

Terrible Railway Accident. | 


Wrecked on the Great 
Western Railway: 


Train 


FIVE MEN KILLED, 


(From the Hainilton Spectator, Oct. 5.) | 


Pants, Oct. 5,—This morningat 1 o'clock | 
one of the most distrossing and disastrous 
accidents that has taken place on the G 
W. R. for a number of years, occurred on 
the night mail east, conductor Brown, due 
at Paris at about one milo and a half 
wost of Princeton station, the particulars 
of which are ns follows ; The traflic of late 
has been so heavy that it has been found 
necessary to run twoengineson thethrough 
trains, and last night was no exception, for 
at this train's arrival at London two en- 
gines were attached thereto, No. 119, Mr. | 
Williams, of Suspension Bridge, driver, 
and No, 206, Mr, William Cooper, of Lon-

Cooper, and Williams running as pilot, 
The train loft London at 12:5. a, m., and | 
consisted of one baggage and express car, 
one second-class, four first-class coaches and 
four Wagner sleeping coaches. ‘Tho train | 

late fearon. but the regular | 
train timo was mado ali the way down, 
Shortly after passing Globe's Corners, and 
while proceeding down a grade atthe usual 
speed ono of the tender wheels of the front 
engine broke right in two, and the broken 
half falling on the track threw the second 
engine off. Williams says Cooper sounded 
the down brake whistlesharply three times, 
and the passengers say they folt the air 
brakes with which the train was supplied. 
Williams looked round to see what was tho 
matter, when he saw Cooper's engine danc- 
ing over the ties, and then made a diye to 
one side and tearing itself away from tho 
frontengineand with such force as to break 
the tenderaway from the forward engine also. 
The train then made one fearful plunge | 
into the swamp at the side of the track,the 
embankment there being ten feet in height 
The engine landed on ita side forty feet 
away, destroying a portion of the fence. 
The tender was turned completely round 
and beneath this, lying close together, were 
found the dead bodies of Cooper and his 
fireman named A. Trying, horribly bruised. 
The three first cars rolled over between 
the engine and the track, and before the 
parties on the train could gather their wits 
about them the bagage car tovk fire, and 
this and two succeeding cars were soon 
wrapped in flames. In the baggage and 
express car were Andrew's the Express 
Messenger, Wright the baggage master, 
and a Canadian passenger who was going 
east to attend his mother’s funeral, but 
whose name we are unable to learn defi- 
nitely at this hour of writing, and if they 
were not instantly killed they met a more 
horrible end by being burned up, and in 
the morning nothing but their charred re- 
mains told that they had been human be- 
ings, and we believe it was only by their 
watches it was possible to identify the re- 
mains, Then came one first-class car sit- 
ting straight on the track with the tracks 
ripped from under it, then the next car 
laying at right angles across the track, then 
the next pitched end down into the dry 
swamp with such force that the earth was 
plowed up against it as high as the end of

better flour if harvested ina dough state, 
or from a week Or ten days before perfect 
ripeness ; but if intended for seed, it 
should stand tillit has become,so to speak, 
dead ripe, All seeds in this state of com- 
plete ripeness have all their constituents 
in the highesc state of development. Such 
seods will preserve thei germinativepower 
under-greater extremes of temperature and 
humidity,and they will retain their vitality 
longer under the same conditions than will 
those gathered when loss mature, 

When the time, comes for harvesting, a 
large portion of the stalk, straw, branch, or 
whatever it grew upon should be gathered 
with the seed ; and it should be placed in 
a dry, coul, airy place till thoroughly dried 
out, ‘The most suitable’ conditions for this 
are probably found in an open building or 
thed, through which the air can readily 
pass. It should be left in this condition 
till thoroughly dry. During this drying 
process considerable nutriment will be con- 
veyed from the stalk to the seeds, thus in- 
jperehsing their plumpness andweight. When 
thoroughly dry, the seeds may be threshed 
r shelled at any convenient time. The 
seeds should then be placed in the most 
favorable condition to keep and preserve 
their vitality. These conditions are that

tremes of all these, yet it is bestnot to ex- 
pose seeds designed for planting "to any 
great extremes, Perhaps the best way to 
preserve seed where but a small quantity 
is kept, is to tie. up securely in paper sacks 
and hangup im 4a cooly dry place. Care 
should bg trken fo have them out of the 
reach Of mice, as they are quite fond of 
many kinds of seeds, and will prove quite 
destructive of them, if allowed access to 
them. 

As to the length of time that seeds may 
be kept without losing their vitality, there 
seems to be a variation with almost every 
variety of seed and with every different 
method of preserving. While seeds can 
be so easily raised, it will not pay to run 
any risk by planting seed of doubtful vital- 
ity. By following the above hints, every 
one may have a supply of their own of re- 
liable seeds to draw from,and such a course 
will scarcely fail to result in an improve- 
ment of cultivated plants.—Ohio Farmer. 


Smut in Wheat. 


A scientific Frenchman who has made 
the subject one of life long study says it 
is owing to the presence of parasitical ani- 
malculw, not unlike the tiny eels that vine- 
gar produces, and which exist in the small 
ball, as whitetish filaments, Although 
dryness suspends the life of these worms, 
they immediately regain it on being plung- 
ed into water. The humidity of the soil 
effects the same change. When the sown 
grain gérmibates, the larves of thid decofsed 
seed aréattracted to the young plant, Jive 
on its pulpy water, forming tumors on the 
atem and leaves, and ultimately lodge in 
the ear, They are now in an adult state ; 
the sexes become distinct; the female de- 
posits her'eggs, from twelve to-fifteen hun- 
drad, and many thousands being found in 
asingle grain of wheat, The new larve 
remains in a desicated state till the follow- 
ing season, and may be dried and restored 
to life several times with impunity. In 
France, when such grain is sifted, it is 
roasted. in an oyen, and given to fowls, 
Steeping ‘the sced-wheat in “solutions of 
arsenic, or blue yitrol, or ammonia, kills 
the parasite effectually. Placing the seed 
for twenty-four hours in the solution of one 
part of vitriol, and one hundred and fifty 
of water, is a favorite remedy, 


Sowing Grass Seed Alone. 
Farmers as a class'cannot bo made to be- 
lieve that grass seed will succeed just as 
well, and often a great deal better, if sown 
alone than with grain, in the usual way. 
If tho land is rich and the following season 
is favorable tothe growth of grass then a 
good stand may usually be obtained by sow- 
ing with grajo.; but if droughts should oc- 
cur the~young,-delieato ras is likely ‘to 
be smothered or to perish for the want of 
water, The grain among which it is grow- 
ing being 4o much larger and. more vigor- 
ous will, appropriate to itself the bulk of 
the moisture and fertility of the soil. 

The severe drought which has prevailed 
in the Atlantic States the present ‘season 
will make ro-secding of many thousands of 
acres necessary, and we suggest to those 
who have never given the sowing of grass 
seed alono a trial to do so this fall, and seo 
if a better stand of grass cannot be obtain 
|ed in that way than by tho old doubling-up 
| system. When grass and grain are sown 
togother,both must necessarily sutfor moro 
or less from crowding, ifnot for lack of 
| moisture, and as the grass is the weaker, it 
is injured most, the result being a feeble 
| growth not worth hering forhay sand of 
little “value -for tire until the kecond 
year. Butif the grass sood issown alone 
in carly Autumn, or about tho time of sow 
ing Winter grain, it will orally grow 
sufficiently rank to yield a fair crop of hay 
tho following season, and will not be half 
80 liable to be destroyed by droughts.

Our account of tho yacht races yesterday 
was necessarily brief and to a certain ox- 
tont incomplete. 

As was stated in yosterday’s issue the 
Katio Gray, passing upward, had gained 
1:16, tho Peorless losing a good deal of 
time in replacing hor stay-sail with a storm- 
jib, which} enabled those in advance to 
loavo her some distance further behind, 
and tho Zitella, which had outpointed the 
Emma to windward, to nearly cloto up the 
gap. After this chango was mado in her 
canvas,tho yacht in question hauled rapid- 
ly on the noxt ahond, and so closo were 
she and the Surprise a little above Ferry 
Point that they camo into collision, both 
sustaining some damage, the former to her 
and tho latter to her rigging. 


Katio Gray, which rounded the Morden’s 
Shoal buoy first had slightly increased her 
lead, the Peerless getting around second 
and Zitolla third, On passing the starting 
point downward, tho loading boat was 
timed officially as being 3:55 in advanco, 
having thus gained a little more time, 
whilst the Peerless led the Zitella, between 
which boat and the Surprise the raco at 
this time was most interesting, by nearly 
10 minutes. On the run down to the 
Point the Katio lost a good deal of time 
from the balloon-jib getting under her 
bows, and she and the Peerless rounded 
the buoy almost together, The last named 
got the best of it on the beat up, and 
gradually worked away from her competi- 
tor, and the Surprise, sailing wonderfully 
fast, left the Zitella hand over hand. The 
race was finished as follows ;

/ RUSSIA INTENDS STRIKING A COUP 


| Troops Concentrated at the 
Frontier. 


ENGLAND'S ULTIMATUM. 


Lonpox, Oct. 7.—It is roported that Russia 
intends striking a coup before winter sets in. 
Alarge force is now concentrated at Bessa- 
rabia, Roumania now gives unrestricted 
passago to Russian soldiera going to Servia. 
Sia hundred cavalry entered Servia on Mon- 
day. 

A telogram from Constantinople to the 
Standard reports that the Turkish Govern- 
ment is so exasperated by the continued entry 
of Russians into Servia, that they have found 
it imponsible to accept the terms of peace. The 
Sultan favored the terms, but would have been 
deposed if he accepted them.

Somo good mothers fly to the camphor or 
peppermint bottle on the slightest provoca- 
tion. Camphor is the more dangerous drug, 
but both are capable of destroying life. As 
generally used in the form of an alcoholic 
tincture, their potency is in no wise dimin- 
ished, but rather increased, by the addition 
of another poison. 

Peppermint oil, from whichi the essence 
is made, is a powerful stimulant, and. its 
capacity for ham is by no means inconsider- 
Belat Ulceration of the stomach has been 
induced by it, and many diseases have fol- 
lowed its habitual use. 


Camphor is a poisonous gum-resin, ca- 
pable of readily inducing great nervous ir- 
ritation. When taken in small doses it has 
much” the “effect of alcohol or opium. In 
large doses it occasions spasms and death. 
Tn any appreciable amount it irritates the 
mucous membrane of the stomach, and 
leads to constipation and ulceration. Even 
a few doses of this drug may lead to incur- 
able dyspepsia. Yet thousands of families 
fly to the camphor bottle for relief from 
every variety of pain. 

It were a thousand times better that 
every camphor bottle in the land should be 
broken rather than that its contents should 
be indiscriminately employed. The potent 
drug ought never to be administered in- 
ternally except by a competent person, 
familiar with its power. 

It would be a good thing if mothers could 
learn to depend upon water,—cold, tepid 
or hot,—to relieve a very large percentage 
of all bodily pain. There is nothing so in- 
nocent ; nothing so effectual. Cold. water 
isthe most powerful local anwsthetic known. 
The pain of a sprained limb is quickly re- 
lieved by ice-cold water. 


The Employment of Time. 


(From Belgravia.) 

Economy in everything is necessary, but 
in nothing more so than in what Franklin 
calls “the stuff of which life is made.” 
Five hundred dollars per annum, well and 
judiciously employed, will be productive of 
more enjoyment, and. is, in fact, though 
not nominally, a greater income than one 
thousand dollars wasted in unwise specula- 
tions, or worse than wasted in criminal 
or foolish indulgence. If it is equally true 
that a life is long orshort, not so much in 
proportion to the manner in which these 
years are employed. 

Tho foundation of all economy is a wiso 
disposition of time. Let that be acquired 
and true economy in everything else will 
infallibly and speedily follow,and the most 
difficult step toward acquiring it is to ob- 
tain a knowledge of what is real and wise 
economy of time. Economy has, in fact, 
gota very bad character with the great 
majority of people because it is confound- 
ed with stinginess ; though, in fact, they 
are so far from being connected that stingi- 
ness isa very deadly enemy to real econ- 
omy, while liberality and generosity must 
be contined to words and wishes where 
economy is not served. 

Some still persons imagine that if thoy 
play the niggard with every cont and every 
article of which they can once obtain pos- 
session, thoy are good economists, Amore 
wretched and complote mistake cannot bo 
made. Economy is tho right employment 
of money and means, no the hoarding or 
burying of them. ‘To save is very laudable 
and desirable, but it is no saving to lay up 
certain pieces of coin while we shiver for 
want of fuel or faint for want of the food 
which those pieces of coin would purchaao; 
to do so is to save the coin, indeed, but it 
is to sayo it at the exponse of that health | 
and that duration of life which no amount 
of money can purchase or compensate for. 


Many persona aro perpetually busy, who 
aro, as to all practical results, as idle as the 
most indolont man who consumes his lifo

A mooting of the Corn Exchange was | 
hold yesterday, to take action with rogard 
to tho difficulty which has arisen in conse- 
quence of tho use, in Oswego, of the Win- 
chester measure instead of the Imperial in 
the measurement of burloy. ‘There was a 
good attendance, and Mr, Galbraith, the 
President occupied the chair. 

Tho PuestoeNr briefly explained the eb- 
ject of the meeting. 

Mr, W. H. Howxanp stated that ho had 
had two cargoes of barley tried, and he 
found that the difference betweenthe Win- 
chester and Imperial bushel wastwo pounds 
instead of one and a half. He attributed 
the difference tothe use of a funnel in 
pouring tho grain into the tester, which ho 
thought very unfair. He waa of opinion 
that a definite course should be taken with 
regard to tho matter,and therefore moved, 
“That, in view of tho differences which 
oxist in the inspection of barley between 
Toronto and Oswego, this Association is of 
opinion that it would bein the best in- 
terests of its members to instruct their 
agents in Oswego not to allow their barley 
to be inspected in that port until some sat- 
isfactory understanding is arrived at be- 
tween the two cities as to grading barloy. 
The Association would also hope that all 
dealers throughout the country will pursue 
the some course.” 

Mr. Manspen seconded the resolution. 


Mr. CHAIRMAN expressed his opinion 
that it would be of great advantage if there 
was a fixed mandant between the two citios 
and he thought that by that standard bar- 
ley should be tested by sample, and irre- 
spective of weight. 

The resolution was then put and carried, 
and it was decided to telegraph tho reso- 
lution to the Oswego Board of Trade, and 
to communicate with the Boards of Trade 
in Canada on the subject.

Dears or Baron Liscar.—A cable des- 
patch announces the death of Baron Lisgar, 
(Sir John Young) who was Governor-Geti- 
eral of Canada from 1868 to 1872. Lord 
Lisgar was born in 1807, and was educated 
at Corpus Christi, Oxford. He was called 
to the Bar in 1834, but abandoned the ac- 
tive practice of his profession forthe pur- 
suit of politics. He entered Parliament in 
1831, as one of the members for Cavan in 
the Conservative interest, In 1841 he was 
appointed a Lord of the Treasury by Sir 
Robert’ Peel, and successively held the 
offices of Secretary of the Treasury, Chiof 
Secretary of Ireland, Lord High Commis- 
sioner of the Ionian Islands, Governor of 
New South Wales, and, finally, Governor- 
General of Canada. He was raised to the 
Peerage, by the title of Baron Lisgar, of 
Lisgar and Bailieborough, in October, 1870.

Ixcenuity ov Foxs.—Foxes are much tor- 
mented with fleas, and when the infection 
becomes severe, they gather, from the bark of 
trees, moss, which they carry in their mouths 
to the side of a stream where the water deep- 
ons by degrees. ‘There they enter the water, 
still carrying the moss in their mouths, and 
going backwards, beginning from the end of 
their tail, they advance by slow dogrees, till 
the whole bea of the animal, with the ex- 
ception of the mouth, is entirely immersed. 
The fleas, during this proceeding, have rushed 
successively in rapid haste to the dry parts, 
and finally to the moss ; and the fox, when 
he has, according to his calculation, allowed 
sufficient time for all the fleas to take their 
daparture, quietly opens his mouth.

Crossing for Improvement of 
Common Sheep. 

A corrospondent asks us the following ques- 
tion + “What is the bost cross upon our com- 
mon sheep for quality and ape of wool, 
for tho genoral markot, and for weight of car- 
case Y” 

‘This enquiry can be replied to from so many 
standpoints, that an opinion in favor of either 
of the recognized breeds requires certain ex- 
planations. A cross of the long-wool—aay 
Cotawold, Liccostor or Lincoln—will insure 
an increase of carcase to nearly or quite double 
the value of the common, or native, dam, 
Tho tlooce will have additional length, con- 
siderable improvement in style, and a por- 
ceptible increase in weight. ‘The improve- 


|ment in longth and lustre will add. to its 


market value. 
‘A cross of middle wool, say Southdown, 
Shropshire, &c., will add groatly to the quali- 


| ty of the meat, somewhat less, though consid- 


erablo, to ita quantity, will thicken some- 
what tho fleece, and give it slight additional 
weight without adding much to its value per 
pound, 

of the American merino will make 
06, adding to all 
its desirable characteristics, except that of 
length, ‘The weight in many instances, will 
bo doubled, while in any other than an anom- 
alous condition of the market, the value per 
pound will be somewhat increased, Tho size 
of carcaae will not bo increased, though its 
compactness and symmetry of outline will be 
greatly improved. 

With the average farmer the more satisfac- 
tory results will be secured bya cross with the 
long-wool breed or the fine wools, Tho one 
will show its chief fa CH in the car- 
caso, the other in the fleece though the mer- 
its of neither will be confined to these pro- 
minent characteristics, 

Asa rulo, the least satisfactory results will 
be derived from a cross with the “‘Downs'-- 
this, not from any defect in the breed, per se 
but rather from less diversity in size in the 
one and character of fleece in the other. 
Sheep from this cross may reasonably be ox- 
pected to withstand the hardships, sometimes 
privations, incident to the lot of the flock 
when compelled to work its living off the 
average farm, with better results than would 
be realized from a long-wool cross simply 
treated—and, for “roughing it,” would prove 
nearly equal to the results of the Merino 
cross. 

In view of these considerations, added to 
some minor ones, that may be classed as re- 
sults of taste rather than experienced as a 
general conclusion, we would advisea cross of 
the Merino in preference to the others refor- 
red to—always with the recommendation that 
the best rams within reach of the means of 
the flock-owner be used—and that none of 
the male animals of the cross be used as sires, 
no matter how near the desired standard they 
may approach,— National Live Stock Journal,

The appearance of the building, both 
outside and inside, has been so completely 
changed that a brief description of _ the al- 
terations made will not be inappropriate- 
Immediately after the adjournment of the 
Council in June, the work of altering and 
adding to the building was begun after 
plans prepared by Mr. John Forin, archi- 
tect, by Mr. Lewis Grills, to whom the 
contract was let. The result of these opera- 
tions we will now briefly notice. An ad. 
dition to the old building of an entire new 
brick structure 40 x 46 has been made,thus 
doubling its original frontage on Church 
Street. Through a tower which rises 18 
feet aboye the roof and is neatly furnished, 
access is afforded to the building, the stairs 
being wide and broad, instead of a narrow 
corkscrew staircase such as formerly taxed 
the limbs of Councilmen and visitors on 
their way up to the hall. Making his way 
up the stairs, the visitor finds himself in a 
very large lobby, in the south-west cor- 
ner of which is the public entrance to the 
Council Chamber or Shire Hail, This 
room has been enlarged by 8 ft., making 
its dimensions 40x40. The Warden's chair 
has been placed on the east side of the 
Chamber, instead of on the south side as 
before, The reporters are given seats on 
the left of the Wardon, and the County

proved, though it is as yet incomplete in its 
fittings and farnishings.

Wo print this thorning th spoccli deliv- 
ered» by his-Excellenoy the Governor Gon- 
gral before his dopartaro from British Co- 
lumbia, to which we mado brief reference 
yesterday. Tho speech will be read with 
tho greatest possible interest by the people 
of Canada. ‘The references to the Province 
of Columbia, the description of its beauties, 
of its great material resources, of its fitness 
to become the home of a large and prosper- 
ous population, and the,seat of a large and 
flourishing commerce, are admirably calou- 
lated to do good at a time when so many 
peoplo.in Canada have been disposed to re- 

ard that Province as, in the language of 
tho Hon. Mr...Blake,‘‘that inhospitable 
“country, that sea of mountains,” Noth- 
ing has done so much to embarrass the great 
enterpriso,which is as essential to the com- 
pletion of the confederation westward as 
was the intercoloniaLth its completion east- 
ward, as the low estimate which has been 
industriously promulgated of the value of 
the Pacific Province to the future of the 
Dominion. And tho testimony of so care- 
ful an observer as His Excellency, oxpres- 
sed -in his own inimitable style,;-should-cor- 
tainly have for effect the dissipation of this 
falso conception of the character of the 
country, Every true lover of Canada, every 
one who looks forward with hope and con- 
fidence to the building up of a great British 
nationality on this continent,—every one 
who is earnestly solicitous for the real pro- 
vreas of this Dominion, will heartily thank 
fara Dutferin for his timely testimony to 
the greatness of the much abused Province 
of British Columbia. 


What, however, will challonge most at- 
tention in this speech, is that part in which, 
with achivalry all his own, he secks to 
vindicate the good faith of his first minis- 
ter, in relation to the Pacific railway policy 
of that gentleman. Reading this long and 
eloquent statement, the first thought which 
occurs to us is that Mr, Mackenzio must in- 
deed have fallen very low in pablic estinia- 
tion when a defence of his good faith from 
such a source became necessary to allay the 
popular agitation, Whatever may have 
sen Mr. Mackenzio’s acts, however diffi- 
cult may have been the position in which 
he fonnd himself placed on his acceptance 
of office, and no one can deny that the 
position was a difficult one, even he must 
feel that it is most unfortunate that he 
should haye inspired so)little confidence!as 
to render necessary the interposition of the 
representative of the Crown in his defence, 
in order, if possible, to allay popular irrita- 
tion and discontent. _ All that Lord Duffer- 
in has now said in relation to Mr. Macken- 
zie’s conduct had before been said by Mr, 
Mackenzie himself. That His Excellency 
shonld have entered upon the delicate 
ground of repeating it, and thus of throw- 
ing the weight of his great influence and 
exalted position into the balance in favor 
of his minister, must be assumed to show 
that he felt that Mr. Mackenzie had failed 
to establish confidence in his own defence,

in the manner in which he has dealt with 
this question. The Pacific Railway from 
the first, met with the most persistent op- 
position from the Liberal party, that is as 
soon as it became part of the policy of the 
late government, Whether the ten years 
limit was wise or unwise, and Lord Duf- 
ferin gives suflicient excuse for its adoption 
in his description of the condition of the 
country, and of public sentiment at the 
time, one thing must be admitted, that 
as soon as it was adopted by Parlia- 
ment, with the qualification of the resolu- 
tion placed upon the Journals with the con- 
currence of the Commissoners from British 
Columbia, it became the duty of every patriot- 
ic man to helpthe work forward to success, 
So far from this policy being pursued, the 
most determined opposition was manifest- 
ed to it. It was declared to be a task im- 
possible of accomplishment. Two hundred 
tnillions of dollars was the lowest figure at 
which any opposition writer or speaker 
placed . its.cost.. The .country, -through 
which it was to pass was: declared to be in- 
hdspitable, and it was annovniced” that no 
sane man would invest a dollar of money 
in it. When the delegation from the Com- 
pany went to England to place the scheme 
upon the market, they were followed by the 
most violent articles in prominent Libera 
journals in denunciation of the scheme, and 
these were carefully circulated where they 
would do most ‘goddjia Cteating a feeling 
against the railway. The whole energies 
of the ep peaiisen were devoted to the one 
object of destroying the railway company, 
through them, of destroying the prospects 
of the railway, and by this means defeating 
the Government. That was the tone of the 
Opposition, as represented in the press and 
by its public men, when they were called 
upon to form a Government and carry on 
the affairs of the country. 


It was impossible that Mr. Mackenzie, 
under these circumstances, could do other- 
wise than abandon the attempt in the 
moantime, or for years to come, to build 
the Pacific Railway, and to content himself 
with an effort to open up the North-West 
for settlement, His specch to his consti- 
tuents in which he announced the land and 
water sch the utilizing of “the magni- 
cont water stretches,” loft British Columbia 
out altogethor, a§ far as any Pacific railway 
wasconcornell.

that Lord Dufferin felt himself called upon 
to speak as he did. Even now but little is 
being done by those who’ have the power 
to remove this Epeling. At the recent po- 
litical picnics in the West, the members of 
the Government have invariably spoken of 
the Pacitic railway as a burden upon unwil- 
ling shoulders. Whatever may have been 
the wisdom or folly of the ten years’ limit, 
that is no longer an embarrassment, having 
been superceded by the terms arranged by 
Mr, Mackenzie himself. And yet the enor- 
mous cost of the Pacific railway, the burden 
it is going to entait, and the folly involved 
in its construction, have been the staple 
topics of Ministerial speeches. Even the 
union of British Columbia itself with the 
Dominion has been denounced as the as- 
sumption of a burden too great for the Do- 
minion to bear. While Lord Dufferin on 
the Pacific coast was speaking in eloquent 
terms of the resources of British Columbia, 
and of its great importance to the Domin- 
on, the Finance Minister was denouncing 
in Monck the conduct of the late Govern- 
ment in forming the union. The cause 
of that union, Mr, Cartwright told his 
audience, ‘‘wasa mere child-like vanity. 
“They had set their hearts upon being 
‘*able to say that under their regime the 
“confederation was extended from the At- 
““lantic to the Pacific ; and provided they 
‘were able to make that small boast, they 
“cared not at what cost it was made to the 
“ people.” And that, Mr. Cartwright was 
particular to explain, was ‘ altogether 
‘ apart from the question of the Pacific rail- 
“‘way.” It is this tone which characterises 
the speech of ministers and their follow- 
ers,and the writings of the press friendly to 
them, that has created the irritation, the 
want of contidence, that all parties so much 
deplore, and which, if it is continued, must, 
in spite of the speech of His Excellency, 
we fear, parrerae that same feeling. It 
is to be hoped, however, that the speech 
will have its intended effect in British Col- 
umbia, to whose people it was specially ad- 
dressed, and that it will have some effect 
in the Dominion generally as well, in prov- 
ing that the Pacitic Province isa most im- 
portant acquisition to the Dominion, and 
worthy. of great sacrifices to seoure the de- 
velopment of its wonderful resousces.

Madoc Teachers’ Institute. 


The regular meeting of this Association 
} Was held on September 30th, 

Before the discussion of the programme was 
entered upon, tho President’ made some re 
marks suggested by a recent visit to the 
schools of Philadelphia, and an inspection of 
the educational exhibits made by several 
States of the Union at the Centennial. 

_ The liberality of the people of Philadelphia 
in educational matters was characterized as 
unsurpassed. Tho teachers are well paid ; 
the school-housea commodious, convenient: 
arranged, on the whole, and supplied with 
every necessary ap)liance, 

In the Primary, Secondary, and Grammar 
Schools (the three corresponding to our ditfer- 
ent grades of Public Schools,) the government 
and discipline were excellent. “Mutual confi- 
dence and affection evidently existed between 


1876. 


teachers and pupils. Notwanereaia these 
and other pleasing features, Mr. Mackintosh 
had no hesitation in saying that in the quali- 
fications of its Teachers, in the educative value 
and thoroughness of the work done in its 
Schools,—in short, in everything that distin- 
guishes really good schools from those in which 
the work done is but showy and superticial 
for the most part—mere educational veneering 
—the Schools of Ontario excel those of the 
United States. Although more than ten times 
more populous than ‘Toronto, the ‘Quaker 
City” has no public school which even approx- 
imates, in excellence, to the Ontario Model 
School, at Toronto. 

Tn concluding his remarks, Mr. Mackintosh 
paid a high compliment to tlie teachers con- 
nected with the Philadelphia Teachers’ In- 
stitute for their unbounded kindness and 
courtesy. In these qualities they cannot be 
excelled. 

The subject of Algebra was then discussed 
by Mr. Oelgess? bridgewater, in a manner 
that betokens careful preparation and an inti- 
mate acquaintance with the matter in hand. 

Mr. Seymour followed with solutions of 
some of the problems set for second class can- 
didates at the July Examinations. The neat+ 
ness and brevity of his solutions, and the 
clearness of the accompanying explanations 
were very satisfactory, 

In this connection teachers, particularly 
those preparing for examination, were rec- 
commended, by the Inspector, to procure Bar- 
nard Smith's Explanation Problems in 
Arithmetic, and Robertson's Higher Profes- 
sional Arithmetic. 

A general discussion on ‘Irregular Atten- 
dance—its canses and cures’’ then took place. 
Animated and woll sustained, this wasa very 
interesting of the proceedings, and was 
participated in by Messra. Minchin, Swoles, 
Sine, Nichol, Seymour, Elliot, Cronk, Fuller, 
Ballard and Johnson. At the close of the 
discussion the opinions elicited were summed- 
up by the President, who made an earnest 
appeal to teachers to put forth every effort in 
their power to check an evil so ruinous in its 
influence in our schools, 

As to the means to be adopted for aaa 
the evil, the use of prizes, » proper system o} 
keeping class hel visiting parents, etc, 
were recommended, ‘The opinions expressed 
may be summarized as follows; Everything 
that tends to make the school cheerful, and 
the instruction given in it really valuable, will 
nish irregular attendance. Let teachers 
©, in the most thorough manner, for 
each. day's gvork; let the hours of opening 
and closing be rigidly adhered to; let teach- 
ors thenisalves be modela of regular attend- 
anco and punctuality; let order and system 
obtain in everything. In short, let teachers 
prove to pupils and parents, by their cheor- 
hinoes energy, thorough preparation, orderly 
habits and unfailing enthusiasm, that thoy 
aro devoted to their work,—that{their hearts 
are in it—that the prosperity of their schools 
occupies the most prominent place in their 
minds, and irregular attendance will, gradu- 
ally it may be, Tut certainly, decrease. 

‘frustees can do much to aid in this work. 
Schoolhouses can be made more comfortable, 
With dirty, rarely waahed, untidy and un- 
comfortable atl school rooms, irregular 
attendance is not to be wondered at. Make 
tho schoolhouse and ifs surroundings tasty and 
homelike; make the outhouses something dif- 
ferent from the disgraceful pens too many of 
them aro, and more children will love to 
attend school, 

The arithmetical rule of discount was next 
discussed by Mr. Mackintosh, His treatment

He has been actively identifiell with this 
Association as one, of its most efticient and 
devoted officers from its organ‘zation ; he was 
prominent ‘in assembling the first Sabbath 
School Conyention ever held in these pro- 
vinces, and by the marked manner in which 
he deported himself as chairman of the 
Business Committee on that occasion, he call- 
ed forth the admiration of many. ‘The Board 
of Mannagement desirous of manifesting the 
high esteem in which he is held, and its regret 
on account of his departure from Canada, had 
the pleasure of presenting an address to him, 
expressive of the same. 


In February » communication was received 
from the Rev. Dr. Vincent, edie the 
holding of a Sabbath School Conqress at Plain- 
field, N. J., and inviting this Association to 
send a representative or representatives to it. 
An empty treasury forbade this, but the 
Board gladly availed itself of the presence of 
Mr. Marling, (then a resident in New York) 
to speak and hear for Canada. A report of 
the proceedin, 4 of the Congress appeared in 
the Sunday School'Limes, We brietly extract 
from Mr. Marling’s account the following ; 
“Those convened were a select body of, 
leading men, specially entrusted with 
the Sabbath School interests of the respec- 
tive bodies, or of Union Societies to take 
counsel on a limited number of subjects. The 
Congress lasted five days—the evening meet- 
ings were very large, and the addresses admir- 
able, our brother Marling spoke at one of the 
ovortlow meetings—of the three topics intro- 
duced the Jnfernational lesson system received 
the fullest consideration—criticism was freely 
invited, and every objection felt or heard was 
noted ; but the testimony to the manifold 
value and wide acceptableness of the course 
was over eC D gly AOE: Conventions, Insti- 
tutes and Normal Classes were next in impor- 
tance. Mr. Marling considered that thechurch 
nomal class was judged to be the most effec- 
tive plan, where it would be carried out. The 
office of the Superintendant was the last topic, 
and was well discussed, Our brother was 
cordially welcomed as delegate from Canada, 
and received every courtesy.

“Not unto us, O Lord, net unto us, but 
unto Thy name give glory,” is the ascription 
of our hearts at the close of another year’s 
operations ef the Sabbath School Association 
of Canada, * 


Tn reporting to this, the Eleventh Annual 
Meeting of the Association, we havo pleasant 
recollections of tho last time we met here as a 
Provincial Convention of Sabbath School 
workers. The large attendance—the hospi- 
tality of the citizens of Belloville—the mani- 
festect and realived christian union, and the 
deepened conviction, then impressed, of the 
importance of Association in Sabbath School 
work,—all pass in review, 

‘The lessons and stimulus then imparted 
have not been lost. Inthe years that have 
followed County Conventions have multiplied, 
and Associations have been formed. The re- 
sult is very evident in the great change that 
has taken place in the character and fruit of 
our Schools. | 

With few exceptions these conferences and 
Organizations are more than ever valued and 
productive. Beyond the instruction and in- 
spiration of these Conventions, some gracious 
revivals have ig ont of them—which has 
been the result in several places during the 
past year, 

The St. Vatharines’ Conyention for the 
Counties of Lincoln and Welland, and the one 
held in Waterdown for the County of Went- 
worth, have thus been reported. 


Among the Counties that have coneurred aro 
those of the Ottawa valley—Lambton, North 
York, Perth, Wentworth, Halton, Pecl, Huw 
ron, Brant, East and West York, Oxford, S. 
Ontario, Durham, Peterboro ; for Smith and 
Douro Townships, Victoria; Lincoln and Wel- 
land, Bruce, Wellington and Haldimand. In 
tome Counties two Conventions have been 
held during this Association yea 
Most of theso have been attended by your 
Secretary. In some cases the weather and 
roads were most unpropitious, yet the attend: 
ance seemed unaffected, and the interest un- 
chilled. Some of the last year's Conventions 
haye been considered the best ever held in 
the same Counties. There have also been 
many Township Conventions, some of which 
have eAalied in attendance and power those 
for the County, Yet there are Counties whore 
no 8. 8, Association exists, and no Convention 
of S. 8. workers is held, the absence of which 
is but too apparent,—the hindrance to which 
boing the want of persons enthusiastic, porse- 
vering, and who would uaé all the means in 
their power, as County Scorotaries, to enlist 
others in the work, Th mn the many Munici- 
palitics have not been reached either, and tho 
one Convention in the County does not moet 
its wants, or draw to the point where itis 
held, the many within its limits. Township 
or Municipal meetings aro therefore required, 
Denominational Conventions are multiplying. 
Of one such we can speak, having been’ spe- 
cially invited to take part init. It was held 
in the villago of Croditon, in the County of 
Huron, by tho Evangelical Association—a 
body of Christians but little known to many, 
tho members of it being Germans, and their 
religious services being wholly conducted in 
the German language, This Convention from 
its beginning, tolerably filled the largost 
Charch, and the mass mooting of Schools on 
the second day, had for want of sufficient 
room, to be held half a milo distant ina barn, 
90 feet long by 65 fect wide, which was filled, 
and many were standing around the doors, 
For rapt attention, earnestness of manner, 
fervont prayers and inspiring singing, wo have 
nover seon or heard anything superior—sel- 
dom indeed its equal. 
The Sunday Schools of this denomination 
have to # groat extent adopted and aro oarry- 
ing out the plans and recommendations that

Canadian 
brethren were present both at Chatangua and 
at the ‘Sabbath School Parliament,” as it 
was styled, and at the latter several of them 
were prominent as speakers. init 

No portion of the time of this Convention 
has (in the programme) been apportioned for 
any report of these assemblies, it heing left 
upon for the Convention to decide whether or 
not such shall be invited and heard. 

The Sabbath School Missionary Union hav- 
ing requested the Board of thisSabbath School 
Association to lay before this Convention its 
conviction that the work which has now for 
some years been in its hands should be adopt- 
ed by the Association, decided to have this 
matter presented to you under the topi 
**Sabbath School Union work in Ontario.” 
It is therefore commended to your careful 
consideration as it will be shown you by the 
brethren whose names appear on the pro- 
gramme, 

The Canada Sunday School Union held its 
thirty-ninth anniversary last January, Its 
valued agent, the Rey, LW. Killiean, durin, 
the season of passable roads, labored in anc 
Wack of the County of Lanark, on the line of 
the Madawaska River, and in the Maritime 
Provinces, and was the means of accomplish- 
ing the following results; 46 Schools with 
211 Toachers and 1,469 Scholars were organ- 
ized ; and 66 Schools with 424 Teachers and 
3,791 Scholars were visited ; he also colleaked 
for that Union $591.30, The published re- 
port is full of interesting facts connected with 
this union work in the East. 

_ Weshave to record the loss to this Associa- 
tion of the Rey. W. McKenzie, of Almonte, a 
late member of its Executive, who has been 
called to depart and be with Christ. The last 
time we heard him was at the Brantford Con- 
vention, wherein speaking on ‘The Sabbath 
School not a substitute for the Housoof God” 
he rélated what he had witnessed in a coun- 
try congregation about a fortnight previous, 
viz : 120 of the young people of that district 
ready to profess Christ, and profess Him  be- 
fore now—almost half the school were then, 
boys and girl from 12 years old and little 
fellows of scarcely 9 Years, would come and 
say ‘ put my name down, | want to contess 
Ohrist.” 

During the new year of the Aassociation an 
effort will be madé to collect fall statistics 
this is done now only once in three yoars, and 
is desired not only for this Association’ but 
Canada is required to furnish the aame for 
the next International Cor tion, to be held 
in Charleston, South Carolina.

The atmosphere of 
the Sabbath School wanns the heart into a 
wider love, and makes our philanthropy more 
than a cold-blooded sentiment, and lends to our 
welcome a holier, deeper meaning. The very 
ventral idea and inspration of the Sabbath 
School is a high estimate of the soul's intrinsic 
preciousness and majesty The. genuine Sun- 
nee School man has the trae ‘énthu- 
siasm Of humanity” that cam behold 
a mass of human beings like this without some-

INTEREST! 


Sr. Joux, N. B., Oct. 11th.—At the meet- 
ing of the Central Board of Missions of the 
Mothodist Church in Canada, now in session 
| here, inquiries and explanations were mado in 
regard to tho modo of raising missionary 
funds in certain placos, and also in reference 
to the contingent expenses of Conferences, dis- 
trict and circuit, with a view to their diminu- 
tion aa much as practicable. 

At a memorial public meeting last evening, 

Rey. Dr. Wood presented the fifty-second 
annual report of the missionary boards of 
Canada. The report shows that in British 
Columbia five Indian missions, and four mis- 
sionaries ; in the North-west territory, eight 
missions, five missionaries and ono native as- 
sistant ; Manitoba, five missions, four mis- 
sionarios and one Indian assistant ; Ontario 


and Quebec, twenty-five missions, twenty- 
¢ight missionaries and six Indian assistants, 
six supplies; Japan, three missionary stations 
besides six German and eight French mission 
stations, with seven missionaries. Each do- 
mestic mission throughout Canada numbers 
939, with 383 missionaries, a membership of 
\ he total number of paid agents of 
the missionary board is 515 ; income of board 
of missions forthe year onding June 30th, 
was $162,639, an excess of $3,962 over expen- 
diture. -

Society and fine a Protestant schoo! 
tress for endangering the public peace by 
walking slongade a row of little heretics, 
Lord Derby has been urged to. interfere, 
and it seems that solemn despatches on tho 
subject have passed between him and Her 
Majesty's Legation in Madrid + but. diplé- 
matic gravity must be severely strained by 

the ridiculous use to which the Spann 
Government has put its anthority. A man 

of the world like Benge Canovasdel Castillo 
who knows more countries than Spain, 
might have been expected to see the nature 
and the consequences of his command. If 
the Constitution gives no warrant for the 
placards of the Bible Society, bigotry 
might fairly argue, that the Constitution” 
gives the Protestants no right to open 
either churches or schools. Since it con- 
demns notifications of services and sermons 

as public manifestations against théreligion 

of the State, itisonly reasonable that it” 
should be made to condemn the delivery — 
of heretical sermons iteelt, the singing of 
heretical hymns, and the sale of heretical 
books. The humblé Mayor in Minorca, 
who has turned the artillery of the law 
against children’s hymna, is much more 
logical than the enltivated President of 
the Council. Singing 1s surely a pub- 
lic manifestation, for the reason that 

it may offend the Catholic ears of 
passers-by. What manifestation of hos- 
tility to the Church could be more — 
public than the sale of Protestants Biblés, 

or any among the thousands of secular 
works which are every year published in 
France, Germany and England }'” Not one 
in a hundred of these books are free from 
the insinuation or the formal statement of — 
doctrines which the Church of Rome pro- 
claims to be soul-destroying error. Every 
volume of Hansard is steeped in heresy, 
and ngither our own columns nor those of 
our contemporaries, we fear, are ever free 
from facts or opinions in which the Spanish» 
clergy would see a public manifestation of 
ei be their Church.

tutional powers which Senor Canoyas 

del Castillo invokes to compel the Bible 
Society to put a coat of paint over its 
placard. Article XI. of the Spanish Con~ 
stitution is so vague as to place every 
vestige of religious liberty at the mercy of 
any Minister who chooses to obey a Church 
which is Catholic in nothing so much as m 
the sweep of its intolerance. The present 
President of the Council may not be guilty 
of such folly. He may haye already 
touched the high-water mark of its sub- 
servience to the clergy. But he is one of 
the most Liberal statesmen who can be 
expected to hold office in the present 
temper of the Spanish Court, and he has — 
created a precedent in which more clerical 
statesmen will find a warrant for the 
most comprehensive edicts of intolerance.” 
It may be thought that the day of Olerical — 
Cabinets has passed even in Spain, but it 
would be rash to forecast the possibilities 
of Spanish reaction. No country swings 
so wildly between the opposite poles’ of _ 
impatient Radicalism and obedience to — 
besotted bigotry. Mendizabal flected 
such an ecclesiastical revolution as would 
haye shaken even those nations which 
haye been trained by centuries of freedom, 
and yet soon afterwards the Court hasten- 

od to put itself at the command of the 
most intolerant priesthood in Europe, 
There are ominous signs of a disposition 

to return to that degrading alliante. 
Shocked by the excesses of the last Re- 
yolution, the higher classes tend ‘to givo 
more power to so obedient an instrument 

of despotism as the Church of Spain, and 
the great mass of the ntry have still 

to gain independence of political judgment.

The Spanish Government has again been 
committing one of those wretched acts o! 
petty intolerence which excite the wonder 
and the despair of its best friends, In 
telegrams from Madrid we find the main 
facts, ind’ the story is told in another 
column, by ‘An English Resident” in tho 
Spanish capital.

our Protestant religion taught men that no 
dogma could inspire terror in any man’s 
soul so long as ho had not offended against 
God's word. _ These, principles had spread 
mightily during the last three centuries, 
the characteristics of which he proceeded 
to pointout. The energy of the Church 
is now condentrated on the spreading of 
the word of God, and the object of the 
Sabbath School was to teach the Bible to 
both old and young. .

Tho sys- 
then was cathecetical and the whole work 
of the teacher was to direct the attention 
of the child to the answers. He would 
not say a word against this good old system 
of imparting divine truth, which had the 
vherit that any person could become a 
teacher, whose only requirements were 
faithfulness, diligence» and perseverance. 
Now the method was to relate biblical his- 
tory in thé most enticing manner possible, 
learning the child to draw out of the word 
of God the lessons for himself, in order to 
leadhim to workin the mine of sacred 
truth for himself, - Thus, in going through 
life he would draw from this mine that 
richness whichshe required as he went, on, 
This system had, the disadvantage that 
no One who was not an original investiga- 
tor could become a teacher. One who was 
so could inspire his scholars with his own 
spirit. There was no way in which the 
teacher could so improye himself as by con- 
stant biblical study, The man who could 
study the Bible in its original language was 
possessed of knowledge which he would 
not exchange for anything. But this was 
not nedded for the study of scripture his- 
tory. Every man should endeayor to fix 
in his mind the great principles of religious 
truth which are contained in the Bible, If 
we fail to yo beyond the history of the 
principle, we have failed to reach the ul- 
timitum of biblical study.

Roy. W. Millard, General Secretary, was

Mr, Jas. McDonough, of Toronto, then 
gave a practical illustration of Sabbath 
School work by instructing a senior class, 
Tho illustration was very interesting. 

The choir having sung ‘* Pass Me Not,” 
and the Rey. M. Dobbs having pronounc- 
ed the benediction, the Convention ad- 
journed at 10:30, for a visit to the Insti- 
tution for the Deaf and Dumb. 

The Institution was visited as arranged, 
the gentlomen walking whilst the ladics 
rode in carriages furnished by the Local 
Committee, The members of the Conven- 
tion were met at the Institute by the Prin- 
cipal and Teachers, and conducted to the 
Lecture Room, where a very 4atisfactory 
exposition of the method of instruction 
pursued was given, to the entire satisfac- 
tion of the large number who attended. 
At the close of the proceedings a vote of 
thanks to Dr. Palmor and the officers of 
the Institute was moyed by Rev. A. H. 
Munro,seconded by Rey. Mr. Barrass, and 
carried with acclamation. The visit,which 
was very much enjoyed, being over, the 
visitors returned to town. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Convention reassembled at 2:45, the 
church being crowded to the doors. 
The General Secretary read a copy of his 
reply to Mr. Wilder, of New York. 
Rey. Dr. Newton delivered a sermon to 
the Sabbath School children. The text was 
taken from Proverbs,11th chapter and 28th 
verse, ** To him that soweth righteousness 
shall/be a sure reward.”

The teachers work had been consid- 
ered in the first part of his address, said | 
the speaker, and he would this evening 
troat of tho mode in which it was 
to be done. Before proceeding to discuss 
this branch of the subject, the Rey. Dr, 
gave soveral illustrations of the first divis- 
on of his subject, Lord Shaftsbury, the 
first of Christian noblomen in England, had 
been brought toa knowledge of the truth 
when a child by a servant girl whose heart 
was consecrated to the Lord. Truth, 
piety and sympathy were to be the 
instruments used for instruction, The 
truth, not only as’something correct, but 
the truth as it is in Jesus. Who would 
put any limits to the power of this truth? 
Several anecdotes illustrative of this were 
given, all of which were highly interesting. 
We were to follow the truth with prayer, 
which would, when brought to bear on the 
souls of the children, expel all tho delus- 
ionsof Satan. There was power in these 
instrumentalities to secure the conversion 
and consecration of the children. With 
sympathy these were all sufficient. There 
was nothing more needed in their work as 
Sabbath School teachers than the loving 
sympathy felt by Jesus, With these 
powers what a hold they were able to get 
upon the hearts of their scholars, If they 
wanted to be successful in their work this 
was their way, and if God gave them grace 
to do their work thus, they would certain- 
ly succeed in bringing many souls to him. 
The learned Dr. conducted a very able ad- 
dress amidst applause, 

‘He Leadeth Me” was then sung, anda 
portion of scripture was read by the Presi- 
dent. 

Mr. Hughes then announced that $463 
had been subscribed last night, exclusive 
of collections, including to-day $836 had 
been subscribed. 

During tho taking up ofthe collection 
Prof. Whish played a fine voluntary. Prof. 
Sherwin then sang ‘‘ My Ain Countrie.” 

The choir and congregation sang ‘ Land 
of Rest.” 

Mr. Hague led in prayer, 

The Committee on Resolutions reported 
resolutions in favor of County, City and 
Township Institutes for the training of 
teachers ; of praying classes for advanced 
scholars ; of the mission work ; of the 
holding parents’ institutes as a means of 
home culture ; of thanks to Dr. Newton 
and Prof. Sherwin for their valuable ser- 
vices ; of thanks to the people of Belle- 
ville for their hospitality to the railroad 
and steamboat lines, to the trustees of the 
church, to the Local Committee, to the 
boys for their services, to Mr. G. L. Orme, 
of Ottawa, for the use of the organ on the 
platform, and to all others who had assist- 
ed them in their duties, or ministered to 
their comforts. These resolutions were

Law's Unosrrarsty.—The law's un- 
certainty is illustrated by a recent case re- 
ported in a Portland journal. Some time 
ago there was an action triod in this city, 
in which a passenger, a commercial travel- 
| lor,claimed damages from the Grand Trunk 
Company, because, after purchasing a ticket 
for a continuous trip west, he was not per- 
mitted to stay over at places on the line 
and then resume his journey on the old 
ticket, The verdict went against the pas- 
senger, and the Court sustained the finding. 
But the American case, though precisely 
similar, has had a different result. The 
plaintiff, Francis L. Carpenter, purchased 
a ticket from the Grand Tronk Company 
for passage from Portland to Montreal. The 
ticket was for one continuous passage, to be 
made in two days. Carpenter was a trayel- 
ling agent, and stopped at many stations. 
In his getting on at Coaticook, the conduct- 
or said the ticket was out of date, and de- 
manded fare. This being refused, Carpen- 
ter was ejected from the train, and he 
brought suit, claiming $500 damages, The 
company resisted the claim, first, because 
the expulsion from the train took place in 
aforeign country ; and secondly, because 
the conductor was justified in putting the 
plaintiff off the train. Judge Peters, 
according to the report, instructed tho 
jury that the contract made in Portland 
entitled the passanger to safe conducts all 
the way to Montreal ; and that though the 
assault was committed in Canada, defend- 
ant was liable:for the non-fulfilment of con-

AFTERNOON DISPATCHES, 


Lonpon, Oct. 13.—A despatch from Con- 
stantinople says it is stated that in addition 
to the note specifying the conditions on which 
the Porte grants the armistice, which were’ 
published this morning, tho Porte yesterday 
delivered to the Ambassadors a note justify- 
ing its determination to entertain the peace 
conditions submitted to it by the great 
Powers, especially the autonomy proposed for 
Bosnia and Herzegovina.

_ TOWN IMPROVEMENTS. 
On Thursday next, 19th inst,, the qualifi- 
ed electors will bo called upon to vote upon a 
By-law to raise $20,000 for the construction 
of asower, the purchaso of Iand for tho 
_ opening of streots, and to pay the amount 
awarded Messrs. H. B. Rathbun & Son re 
“Mill Island improvements, 
___ We trust, for reasons which we herowith 
_ present, that the By-law will be passed, as 
have little doubt it will be. At present 
there are a very large number of labor- 
_ ing mon out of employment, and as many 
of these men have had but little to do dur- 
~ ing the simmer, and at arate of wages 
ynuch smaller than usual, thoy would, with: 
_ out assistance from some source, be a bur- 
den, with their wives and familios, upon 
the ratepayers during’ the winter. The 
‘works which will be undertaken if the By- 
Taw passes, will afford employment to a 
considerable number of these men, as well 
‘now as during the wintor, and thus a largo 
amount of suffering amongst them will be 
averted. Again,the work has long been ro- 
garded asa necessity, and it is to the in- 
r terest of the ratepayers that it should be 
_ done at present, as labor is more abundant 
and cheaper now than it is likely to be 
again for many years to come. e 
The present sewer is little botter than a 
cess-pool, there being no means of cleaning 
_ it as required. The direct consequence of 
this state of affairs is the prevalence of 
foul exhalations and the production of 
noxious gases, which have caused the loss 
of more than one valuable life. By con- 
tinuing the sewer to the river at an cleva- 
_ tion sufficient for the purpose, a sluice can 
_ be provided, by which the puro water can 
__ be let in as desired, the drain thoroughly 
flushed, and the deadly gases and vapors 
dissipated. It is proposed to expend $10,- 
000 on this work, a sum closely approxi- 
‘mating which may otherwise have to be 
expended in preventing the starvation of 
people who are not only able and willing 
7 to work, but who look upon pauperism 
_ with abhorrence. 
The streets which it is now proposed to 
_ Open are a public necessity, and the money 
which is expended upon them will soon be 
returned in the shape of increased taxes 
on the lands and on buildings which wil] 
be erected thereon. Further, two years 
have elapsed since the matter was arbi- 
trated upon, and the chances are that if 
ecessary land be not now acquired, it 
will have to be paid for at a higher rate 
in future. The work to be done on these 
streets will also afford employment toa 
number of men. 3

Mr. Crooks was introduced at the 
close of thé discussion, and thanked the au- 
dience for the kindness of the reception given 
him. He had noted with much satisfaction 
the esprit du corps of the teachers who were 
endeavoring, in a most satisfactory manner, 
to improve themselves and become better 
fitted for the duties of their position. We 
were bound to see that our educational sys- 
tem received a proper share of attention, so 
it had given him great pleasure to draw out 
public opinion so as to add interest to the 
subject. Our material prosperity had beon 
yery remarkable, so much so as to astonish 
other communities and even ourselves. This 
prosperity was due in no small degree to our 
intelligence, which must be attributed to the 
excellence of educational system during the 
past thirty years. Education was the best 
police agency and preventive of crime, We 
should take care, therefore, that our interest 
in the matter should not be allowed to flag. 
During tho Inst thirty years we had endea- 
vored to work out a system to suit the charac- 
teristics of our people. Other countries had 
been similarly engaged in founding a national 
system of education. France was engaged in 
this work now, and it was pleasing to see 
Japan come forward at the Centennial, and 
show the progress she had made, In England 
the chief legislative work of late years had 
been the passage of a measure for the spread 
of education. We in Ontario had good reason 
to be proud of onr educational system, as wit- 
ness the proud position accorded to us against 
our many competitors at Philadelphia, Onta- 
rio being, if not superior, at least fully equal to 
a rescnat there, Wo showy 
that we possess the essentials of a national 
system intended to allow no child to grow up 
in ignorance, It possesses the characteristics 
of universality in the highest degree. We 
had accomplished this by making our system 
local, by placing the care of our schools in the 
hands of the people themselves. Our system || 
depends for its success on the action of our 
trustees and Boards of Education. No doubt 
Dr. Ryerson derived his ideas on this point 
from the example of Massachusetts, and from 
observation of our municipal system. The 
elective is better than any bureaucratic sys- 
tem, because the electors are the parents of 
the school children, and have thus in direct 
interest in the matter. Another interest is 
added to this by the school tax, which is our 
only direct tax, It interests the ratepayer 
to see that his money is properly expended. 
The people of Ontario have declared that the 
schools shall be free to every child in the land. 
We had thus the two essentials of an eminent- 
ly national system, Our system should be | 
thoroughly efficient in its operation, as all the 
paeclintry. exists to secure the education of 
every child in the country. ‘he late Chief 
Superintendent had built, step by step, a sys- 
tem which was well calculated to effect the 
end craved. There were, however, difficulties, 
asin all other matters, They had difficulty in 
bringing under the influence of our school sys- 
tem all who should be, though the system of re- 
gistration had gone on stisfactorily since 1844. 
The true test of thesystem was its effect upon 
each child. No child could be educated unlesshe 
attended school a certain number of days for 
a series of years ; otherwise the teacher could 
not develope the faculties of the children. 
It was apparent that in South Hastin, 
all have done what they could to deyel- 
ope the system, yet even here the at- 
tendance was not so satisfactory as it should 
be. In 1874 out of 500,000 pupils in Ontario 
only 42 per cent had attended school over one

Our public 
school systom had height as well as breadth, 
and was sufficient to satisfy the aspirations of 
any nationality. We must not stop at modi- 
ocrity. Our High Schools had progressed an 
well as our Public Schools,and were now con- 
sidored component parts of our educational 
system, a position for which they had strug- 
led for yo sunty Councillors had a pecu- 
flarresponsibility in this connection. Ho regret 
tod to find that the tendency was to throw 
the burden of maintenance upon the towns 
and cities rathor than to bear their fair share 
of the exponse for the benefits which they 
received ; for the Counties in many cases 
benefitted really as mueh or more than the 
towns. It is only by all of us looking at our 
system as wholethat we can secureits efficient 
working, and thus maintain the proud posi- 
tion which we had been able to assume, The 
hon. gentleman, who spoke for upwards of an 
hour, was loudly applauded on resuming his 
seat, 


At the conclusion of the address of the Min- 

ister of Education,a vote of thanks, moved by 
Prof. Dawson, seconded by A. F. Wood, Esq., 
Was tendered the hon. gentleman for his very 
able and instructive address. 
Mr. MoIntosh, Inspector for North Hastings, 
introduced ‘Training Teachers, Teachers Insti- 
tutes, County Model Schools.” He said all teach- 
ers should be trained before entering the profes- 
sion, and that unless a teacher had previous 
preliminary training, experience often did 
harm instead of good, as the teacher would 
be very apt to run ina groove ont of which 
he would find a difficulty in getting. He 
strongly advocated Teachers’ Institutes, and 
the establishment of County Model Schools 
in cach Inspectoral district.

Orrawa, Oot; 18.—Tho Citizen to-night 
says one of the most shocking tragedies 
that have ever been perpetrated in the Ot- 
tawa Valloy is reported in Ramsay Town- 
ship, where two murderous villains aro 
said to have ravished a schoolmistress, and 
then, because she threatened to expose 
thom, turned upén her and severed tho 
tongue from hor mouth. Noither the 
names of the parties implicated in the out- 
rago nor that of the victim have transpired 
at this writing, but rumors of the frightful 
horror were quite current to-day on the 
road between the city and Fitzroy Harbor. 
A Citizen’ reporter having heard that Mr. 
Kenny of Goulburn knew the particulars of 
tho tragedy, interviewed him this morning. 
In answer to questions, that gontleman 
said he was coming to market this morning 
when he heard that a murder had been 
committed somewhere in the vicinity of 
Ramsay, tho details of which were of a har- 
rowing description. Naturally anxious 
to learn tho particulars, he made 
inquiries along the way, and learned 
from a farmer that two youngmen had en- 
tered a school-house in Ramsay, after the 
scholars had been dismissed. for the day, 
and without any explanation seized the 
mistress. She attempted to scream, when 
they gagged and outraged her. The un- 
fortunate woman in her excitement 
threatened that, knowing both the men, 
she would bring them to justice, and the 
villains seized her again, and on her at- 
tempting to scream one of them caught her 
tongue in his hand, and cut it out. The 
poor woman fell to the floor unconscious, 
and the murderous ruffians succeeded in 
making their escape. Some time after- 
wards the woman recovered her senses,and 
crawled towards the blackboard. Here af- 
ter much struggling, she managed to write 
on the board the names of her murderers 
and a brief account of the'affair, At last, 
weakened from the loss of blood, she fell 
to the floor and died. The body remained 
in the school house until this morning, 
when it was found by someof the scholars 
lying in a pool of blood. The brief de- 
scription of the horror she was enabled to 
write remained undisturbed.

SERVIA DECLINES THE ARMISTICE, 


Understanding Between Russia 
and Austria. 


An Uneasy Feeling Abroad. 


Lonpon, Oct, 14— A Reuter’s despatch 
from Vienna says an understanding on the 
Eastern Question between Russia and Austria 
is considered certain, notwithstanding con- 
rary rumors. 

The Times in its leader to-day declares 
that if Russia refuses the armistice, or is the 
means of its refusal, she becomes the enemy 
of Europe, 

The Berlin correspondent of the Times says 
taly in hor alliance with Russia has in view 
also the acquisition of Tunis, 

The Standard’s Vienna telegram states that 
a courier from Livadia has arrived, bearing 
letter from the Czar to the Emperor of 
Austria, 

The correspondent of the Standard at Paris 
telegraphs that an uneasy feeling regarding 
the Eastern Question prevails. He says hy 
is informed on good authority that the French 
Foreign Office considers war inevitable. Ger- 
many is the only Power that can prevent it. 
A telegram from Constantinople to the 
Standard announces that, at the request of 
the British Armbassador, the Sultan has caus- 
ed the arrest of Chefket Pasha, who took a 
leading part in the atrocities in Bulgaria.

Science. 

A mavhine for melting ond clearing away 
the snow has been invented by Mr. John 
Mullaly, one of the New York commission- 
ers of Assessments, and Mr. John T, Haw- 
kins, one of the Superintendents at the 
Centennial Exposition; “Dhe inventors claim 
that the maching has been \brought to a 
state of perfection that leayes nothing more 
to be desired.

| 


THE ONTARIO SHOW THE T | 


| (Correspondence of the New York Graphic.) 


- Puaperrura,.Oct..10.—One of the | 
1} most interesting and instructive exhibts of | 
| the Centennial Exposition is the pomologi- | 
cal display in tho annex to Agricultural | 
Hall, which is daily visited by large. num- | 
| bers of people. Hore may be seon frait 
from every part of tho United States and 
Canada ; the purple flags of California 
| near the hardy apples of the East, and the 
luxuriant products of tho South on the 
table next to the pears and grapes of the 
North. 

Probably the finestshow of various fruits 
is made by the Fruit Growers’ Association 
of Ontario, Canada, a society which has 
done much to promote and encourage the 
cultivation of fruits in North America. It 
| was formed a number of years ayo with 
| this object in viow,and has been extremely 
successful in all its undertakings. The 
membership includes more than 3,000 per- | 
sons. Three meetings are held every | 

which the members interchange 
their viows upon the variétis subjects con- 
| nected with fruit-growing. These meetings 
are held in different parts of the Province 
of Ontario, in order to bo.more convenient 
for members to attend, and once a year 
new and promising hybrids, trees, and 
plants are given to members, who are ex- 
pected to cultivate them carefully, and re- 
port the results of their trial. A “number 
of the members of this society have achiev- 
ed a reputation as careful hybridists, and 
the names of Arnold, Dempsey, Mills, and 
Saunders are held in deserved estimation 
throughout the pomological world. The 
best results of their labors are * generously 
placed at the disposal of the Association, 
and new and promisi aricties of fruits 
are soon widely and inexpensively scatter- 
ed abroad and througliy tested, 

The society also published an annual re- 
por bodying its transactions and pre- 
serving such useful information with regard 
to fruit culture as they may be able to gath- 
er, and gives a copy or it to each of its mem- 
bers. In this manner many choice fruits 
| and much useful information are dissemin- 
ated among the members, hence it is that 
the fruits produced by them are generally 
| noted for superiority and excellence. 

At the quarter centennial of the Ameri- 
can Pomological Society in Boston, the 
Ontario Fruit Growers’ Association carried 
away not only silver medals for the best 
collections of plums, but also prizes for the 
peaches, yrapes, and pears displayed in 
competition with the most noted fruit 
growers of the United States. Many peo- 
| ple suppose that the climate of Canada is a 
| perpetual winter, but nothing could be 
| further from the troth. The climate is 
generally the samo as New England or 
Northern and Central New York, and On- 
tario, from whence these fruits come, is 
the most fertile part of the whole Domin- 
| lon, 

| The present display occupies the entire 
| north side of the Pomological Building,and 
| is composed of 1,000 plates of apples, 200 
| plates of plums, 200 plates of pears, 90 
plates of crab-apples, and 25 varieti 
peaches, 153 plates of grapes, and a variety 
of nuts, including walnuts, butternuts, 
| hickory nuts, hazel nuts, and peanuts. 
The same Association, in July last, made a 
display of goose-berries, currants, rasp- 
berries, and cherries, some of the first 
named articles being an inch in length. 
They were commended by the judges, os 
no prize was competed for, 


One of the finest specimens of fruit ex- 
hibited is the Alexander, a beautiful clear 
red and white apple of large size. Another 
is the Kent Filbasket, a large obtuse pyra- 
| mid, beautifully mottled with red on a yel- 
low ground. The Virginia Sweet is a showy 
red apple, rather oblong in shape, and of 
large size. Tho Irish Peach Apple is a great 
beauty, as well as of a fine quality, while 
the Duchess of Edinburgh is a very hardy 
| apple mottle red in color, and of a hand- 
some appearance. It is good eithor for the 
kitchen or table, and is highly esteemed by 
connoisseurs. Sherwood's Fayorite is a 
fine yellow and red, and Swayzie Pomme- 
grise is a hardy cinnamon riaset of beauti- 
ful color. There are remarkably fine speci- 
mens of the Snow Apple, which has bright 
red outside and apure white inside, and 
takes its name from the latter characteristic. 
Spur’s Sweeting isa fino showy applo of 
rosy waxen color, and the Chenango Straw- 
| berry is'a_ beautiful red apple of conical 
| shape. Many other specimens are shown, 
among which are thirty-one varieties of new 
French apples exhibited by James Dougall, 
of Windsor. All the. foregoing specimens 
named are raised in large quantities in Can- 
| ada,‘and thousands of barrels are annually 
| exported from! there to Great Britain and 
the United States. As'a sample of the man- 
ner in which they will keep, a plate is 
shown of the growth of 1875, in which the 
| apples are Wéll preserved and of good ap- 

pearance. 
One of the: finest specimens of pears ex- 
hibited is the Flomish Beauty, which grows 
| without « blomish, and. is Uardly as an oak. 
| Sockles, Bartletts, Nogloys, and the Bolle 
Lucrative are alao displayed in great quanti- 
ties of a quality that. compare favorably 
with any other on exhibition. 


| ‘The plutns displayed arerémarkably fine 
the most noticeable ones being the Colum- 
bia, Pond’s Seedlings, Dawsons, Gages, 
and the Lombard, ‘The latter is a beauti- 
| ful dark crimson,and is very prolific, Hun-

od,

The Stone-Thiowing in Belfast.

It is as we)l that our readers should know 
the facts in connection with the diflicultios 
that occurred in Belfast in August last, and 
therefore we copy the following letter from 
the Dublin Krpress of the 19th Sept 

“Stn,—As L know,that the, Bxpress has a 
wide circulation, I ask insertion for a few 
remarks on the evidence of the police au- 
thorities on the above case, in addition to 
those of your cortespondent—‘'An Inhabi- 
tant"—in the E%prest of the 16th instant, 
in order tht the readers of newspapers, in 
which tho stone-throwing was attributed 
tothe Orangemen of Belfast, may learn 
that the accusation was a foul calumny. 

“Mr, Bailie, head of the constabulary 
force, swore thatthe mobs were composed 
of boys from fifteen years upwards, and of 
women. During former riots in Belfast 
the wrecking of the houses of Roman 
Catholics in Protestant districts, and of 
houses of Protestants in Roman. Catholic 
districts was the worst feature. There was 
not a single case of this crime during the 
stone-throwing. Itistrue that a R. M. 
swore that he and the police went to pro- 
tect a house from being wrecked, but on 
cross-examination it was found that the 
wreckers were women who attackeda house 
of bad ropute which had opened in the 
neighborhood. Again, the procession, call- 
ed a home rule procession, but exactly 
similar to the onecalled a Fenian procession 
in Drogheda, went out of its way by a long 
distance to go through Ballymacarret, an 


| exclusively Protestant and Orange district; 


indeed it chose to make a detour of all the 
Protestant districts. Now all the police 
authorities testified that the procession did 
not receive the slighest interruption in 
Ballymacarrett, where,as stated by a solici- 
tor, 11,000 Orangemen are located. Could 
there be a more complete refutation of 
the slander of the Times, which ascribed 
the stone-throwing to Orangemen? Boys 
from fifteen years are not admissible as 
members of the Orange Society, and 
through the exclusive Orange localities the 
procession passed without an insulting 
word, notwithstanding the presence of an 
Emmett band and flags with ‘‘ God save 
Ireland,’’ * Who fears to speak of “98,” 
&c, How would an Orange band, with 
King William costumes fare if they parad- 
ed throngh some of the streets of your city! 
Would policemen escort and protect them? 

**T rely upon the uncompromising Pro- 
testantism of the Mepress for fair play to 
the Orangemen of Belfast by the publica- 
tion of these facts, to be read by those who 
otherwise would, most likely, never hear 
any but the lying reports of their bitter 
enemies, I should mention that I was 
told by a most influential gentleman that 
it is the intention to have a deputation of 
respectable inhabitants to wait upon the 
Chief Secretary, and to present the affida- 
vits of the respectable, inoffensive people 
into whose houses the strange policemen 
entered, and to request that, at the cost of 
the Government, the imported policemen 
who were on duty in the Shankhill-road 
district be brought to Belfast, that those 
charged with brutal conduct may be identi- 
fied. 

“ Again pleading fair play as my excuse 
for troubling you with this letter—I re- 
main yours, &c., ANorHER INHABITANT.

*“P. S.—One fact should not be lost 
sight of—in this Protestant town, Orange 
processions never parade through,but care- 
fully avoid, Roman Catholic districts.”

| fWENTY THOUSAND DOLLARS’ 
DIAMONDS AND JEWRLLERY 
IN A LADY'S FALSE BOSOM. 
| About a month ago, says the New_York 
| Herald of Saturday, 2 man, named Daniel 
| Goldschmidt, arrived at this port from 
| Germany on boatd the steamship ‘Oder,” 
having in his possession considerable bag- 
| gage, which, in conuection with some cir- 
cumstances occurring on the yoyage, arous- 
ed the suspicion of the Custom House 
authorities, and the baggage was seized and 
placed in the public stores, where it now 
| remains awaiting a thorough examination. 
The baggage has been claimed several times 
since, but kept back for further develop- 
| ments, which have come with more than 
anticipated expectation. 
On the 12th inst, the steamer ‘‘Abys- 
sinia” arrived at Jersey City. While in 
quarantine, Gen, Nicholas, Deputy Sur- 
veyor, Mr. Wm. V. Leggett, one of his 
aids, anda number of other inspectors, 
made an examination of the passenger list, 
which revealed the fact that Mrs. Daniel 
Goldschmidt was of the number, On prior 
information received a sharp look-out was 
kept on the lady, and as soon as the steam- 
er was moored to the dock Mrs. Margaret 
C. Steele, one of the oldest of the Custom 
House inspectresses, was directed to take 
charge of Mrs. Goldschmidt and her com- 
panions. 
In making the usual declarations requir- 
ed to be filed to the deputy surveyor and 
bis aids and swore to by the passengers, 
Mrs, Goldschmidt deposed she had nothing 
duitable among hereffects. She was taken 
into the cabin, and Mrs. Steele, having her 
suspicions aroused by the plump appearance 
of the lady, at once surniised that the fill- 
ing outof the bust was anything but natural, 
On disrobing the lady passenger, Mrs. 
Steele found two protuberances of a bul- 
bous form covering her breast, which con- 
tained, in the cotton padding, the follow- 
| ing schedule of valuables, estimated to be 
worth at least $20,000:—10 coral bands, 
1 pair gold earrings, 1 gold pin, 1 pair en-

PROTESTANT PROSECUTIONS 
IN SPAIN. 


ENGLANL'S POSITION DEFINED F 
LORD DERBY, 


Y 
A numerously attended deputation bas 
waited on Lord Derby to draw his Lord- 
ship's attention to the recent serious infrac- 
tions of religious liberty in 
In reply, Lord Dorby faired 
own that at the time the present King of 
Spain was placed upon the throne there was 
in that country a very powerful absolutist 
and clerical party, and. thoro was every pro- 
bability of a atrong clerical reaction. It waa 
precisely in view of that probable conting- 
ency which to a certain extent has been 
borne out by facts, that I ventured to giv 
the words of friendly warning and ady 
which have been quoted in this room to-day. 
(Hear, hear.) With regard to the Lith 
of the Constitution, it undoubtedly 
ents a compromise between conflicting 
ts. It doeanot give entire religious 
liberty, aa wo understand the words in this 
country ; on the other hand, it was, ax pro- 
bably many of you know, violently and_ por- 
sistently oppused in the national Parl 
because it gave a great deal more r 
freedom than a largo portion of tho 
composed that assembly were all inclined to 
concede, Imention that merely as showing 
what, in fairness and justice, we are bound to 
allow, viz, the v: Jand considerable 
difficulty ‘in whic y Spanish Minister, 
however well meaning, is placed by the state 
of party and public opinion in his country, 
Now, I have looked carefully to the words of 
that llth Article, and certainly they are, 
toan English mind, about as vague, as in- 
definite, and as clastic as any words which 
could haye possibly been used, I think it 
would very much clear the ground, and ena- 
ble us to know where we standin regard to 
the question of the Spanish Constitution, if 
an authoritative decision in some farm could 
be obtained upon the construction of that 
article. 1 presum don’t say it is so, but 
I presume—in Spain, as in most countries 
with a written Constitution, that Constitu- 
tion is a legal document, pable of receiving 
a judicial interpretation in the courts, I 
think, therefore, it would be eminently de- 
sirable that we should have the opinion of 
some eooretent Spanish lawyer as to what 
may probably be held to be tho real meaning 
of these words npen which everything turns 
—the words “‘public ceremony and manifes- 
tation,” Iam confirmed in that view by a 
letter which 1 have received from our friend 
and yours, Lord Shaftesbury—(cheers)—in 
which he recommends that course should be 
taken, (Hear, hear.) With regard to the 
various matters which you have rough be- 
fore me, the various cases of hardship and an- 
noyance to which Protestantsin Spain have 
been exposed, they scem to fall under two 
classes, ‘here are some of them which, If I 
rightly caught what was said to-day, do not 
seem to be covered by the llth Article of 
the Constitution at all. There is nothing 
in the article which, as far as I could under- 
stand, could possibly justify the closing of 
Protestant Schools. 1n point of fact, 1 do 
not gather that the Spanish Goyernment 
themselves put that interpretation upon 
it, A cage arose, which was referred to by 
one speaker, in Minorca, and some cor- 
respondence has taken~ place upon it. I 
received on the 13th a telegram from our 
representative at Madrid which is to this ef- 
fect :—‘' The conduct of the Governor of 
Minorca with reference to the Protestant es- 
tablishments alluded to in his dispatch, is 
being investigated by the government. The 
Governor denjes haying ordered the Protes- 
tant churches and schools to be closed, and 
our representative has been informed by the 
Foreign Minister that this Governor will be 
severely reprimanded if he is proved to have 
done so, as suchan act would be a direct in- 
fringement of the 11th Article of the Consti- 
tution” (cheers), I quote that telegram 
for a double purpose ; partly to show that 
we are not idle inthis matter (hear, hear), 
and partly also because I think it likely 
enough that in many cases such as those to 
which you haye referred it may be found 
that the zeal, fanaticism, or whatever you 
please to call it of local official hayes led them 
to go very far beyond what would be approy- 
ed by their superiors at Madrid, (hear hear.) 
These two distictionsshould be’borne in mind, 
viz, whether we are dealing with the over 
zeal of local officials, or whether we are deal- 
ing with the action of the government itself. 
‘Tho other question is, whether we are dealing 
with that which is under the sanction of the 
llth Article, er with acts which, through a 
forced and straincd interpretation of that 
article, are yet considered as legal, in conse- 
quence of the existence of that article. Wath 
regaril tothe first, we have a clear ground 
for protest. When tho Spanish Government 
has formally and officially proclaimed 
froodom of “religious worship subject to 
certain considerations, no question can 
arise about, our right where the 
terms so made by th mmuslyes| baye, been fal= 
lowed. A more difficult class of cases will 
arise where the ques at issue is ‘the 
roper construction to be. placed upon. the 
awe Ido not hesitate to say that in my own 
personal judgment the prohibition of singing 
in churches so to be heard outside, or of 
carrying on public worship with doors open,so 
that people in the stroot may look in, appears 
to pe to bgan exceedingly forced and strained 
construction of that article. I

OF FIFTEEN THOUSAND DOLLARS 
TO BE BORROWED ON THE CREDIT

PASSED, 


Wuerxas it is necessary for the Corpora- 
tion of the County of Hastings to borrow the 
sum of fifteen thousand dollars SOE the 
extraordinary expenses incurred by the en- 
largement of the MShire Hall and offices, the 
buildin of a bridge over the River Trent near 
Gordon's Mills and for other purposes. 


Axp Wuersas the total amount required 
to be raised by special rate for the payment 
of the said debentures and the interest there- 
on at the rate hereinafter expressed within 
the period of fifteen years, the interest being 
at the rate of six per centum per annum, is 
the sum of one thousand nine hundred dol- 


Axp Wuxreas the amount of the whole 
ralable property of the Municipality of the 
County of Haatings according to the last re- 
vised and equalized Assessment Rolls is the 
sum of Eleven Millions nine handre: ‘and 
thirty-seven thousand dollars. 

Axp Wuereas the whole debt of the 
Municipality of the County of Hastings is as 
follows, that is tosay : for principal the sum 
of one hundred and forty seven thousand four 
hundred dollars, and there is no interest 
money in arrear, but said indebtedness may be 
reduced by forty-nine thousand seven hun- 
dred and four dollars in Sinking Funds, - 

-| Ayxp Wirereas for ig the interest 

aforesaid and creating a sinking fand for tho 

redemption of said principal sum at maturity 

it will require an equal annual special rate on 

tho dollar of one sixty-second part of a cent 

in addition to all other rates levied in cach

Be it therefore enacted by the Corporation 
of the County of Hastings as follows : 

Ist, That this By-law shall come into force 
on the first day of February next, 
2nd. That the whole of tho debentures 
hereinafter mentioned and authorized to bo 
issued shall bo made payable in fifteen years 
at Yarthest from the day on which this By-law 
shall come into foroo, 
Srd. That immediately after this By-law 
comes into force the Corporation of the Coun- 
ty of Hastings shall issuo their debentures in 
such sums not less than one hundred dollars 
cach aa the Wardenand Treasurer shall think 
beat in all for the sum of Fifteon thousand 
dollars. 
4th. That the said debentures shall bo pay- 
ablo at the Merchants’ Bank of Canada in 
Belloville at the time in section two above 
mentioned and tho said debentures shall bear 
interest at the rate of six per cent, per an- 
num and shall have interest eee attachod 
payablo half yearly at said Bank, 
Sth. That the said debentures shall be 
sealed with the Corporate Seal and signod by 
the Wardon, and countersigned by the Trens- 
uror of said County, i 
6th. That there there shall be levied upon 
all the ratablo property in the County of Has- 
tings an aaa special rate of ono sixty seo:

FALL ASSIZES, 


FOURTH DAY, 
Tirenspay, Oct, 19, 
ASSAULT WITH INTENT. 

This morning, John Sinith the younger was 
placed on trial on the charge of wounding with 
jntent to murder one John Fuller Adams, of 
the Township of Lake, in the County of Hast- 
ings, on the 17th day of June, 1876, 

Mr B. M, Britton, Q. ©,, prosecuted on 
bohalf of the Crown ; Mr. G. D. Dickson for 


prisoner, 

Mr, Britton opened the case for the crown. 

Jomux Futtrm ApAss,sworn-~Live in town- 
ship of Jake, on lot No, 3.in the 11th con.; 
know the prisoner; have been acquainted 
with him 17 years; he lived about two miles 
from mo; he isa farmer and works a place 
belonging to his brother-in-law; never had any 
business with him; he had a dispute with mo 
about 15 years ago, and threatened me hard, 
4nd followed it up to the present; he told me 
Thad better never come into these woods, if 
T did, he would look after me; it was about 
two miles from the township of Lake that I 
met him; I was on foot; be was in a sleigh; 
he mare a little halt; that was all he said; he 
gave no reason; I knew the trouble; J bought 
4 piece of Jand from a third person, which he 
wanted to get; from that time on we some- 
times spoke and sometimes did not, when he 
would speak unpleasant, in calling me names, 
&c.; I would pass on; he called me ruffian; 
on the 17th June, in my own house with my 
wife, at 8 o'clock a, m., we were at breakfast, 
and the door was dpen; I heard the click of a 
gun at my back outside the house near a win- 
dow ; IT supposed it was some boys going 
marsh haying ; I finished my breakfast and 
took a dish of grain to feed the hens; had 
only taken a few steps out the front door, 
when I knew nothing more; 1 had not got off 
the verandah; I was struck senseless; the 
next thing I knew I wasina big arm chair 
in the house; my wife told me to put my hand 
to my head, and feel what a hard lump John 
Smith had made on my head —he has 
smashed your brains out; I said “T ain't hurt 
any—I have not seen John Smith;” I could 
not raise my hand; I then again became un- 
conscious, and remained so three or four days; 
five bones were taken ont of my head ; I feel 
the effiets of it up to now—my legs ‘also are 
very weak; Ihave seen the gun since. 

Crosa-ccamined by Mr, Dickson—I think 
the prisoner was alone when I met him ; T 
thought it strange he would talk to me in 
the way he did ; I was told I could neyer live 
on the land Iwas on, by others ; the Smith 
boys were kind to us ; we would meet,and to 
all appearances quite friendly; John Smith 
acted quite strange toward me, with no at- 
temptto hurt; he had a bad temper; our 
houses are a mile apart ; I always cotisidered 
John Smith sound minded and shrewd in 
business ; he would sometimes take a spree ; 
it was several years before he said anything 
wrong to me ; he met me once drew his foot 
in front of me to trip mo up ; and tried to 
strike me and said he would give me more 
than that yet ; sometimes he was pleasant 
and other times quite the reverse. 

Anyre Apams sworn—At the timo referred 
to I heard a noise on the verandah ; I went 
out and saw my husband lying there and Jno. 
Smith standing over him, with the gun up- 
lifted in the act of striking him again, but 
did not do so on seeing mo; had no acquain- 
tance with him ; he immediately left and took 
the gun with him running toward his fathers; 
I found my husband insensible and bleeding ; 
I got some water and washed his face and 
put some in his mouth before I got him to 
bed ; he then became conscious and asked 
me what had happened ; he would, again re- 
lapse and on recovering ask the same question 
again ; his head wag cut in several places, 
one eye was shut up ; afterawhile both were 
completely shut up ; in about half an hour he 
became unconscious ‘and remained so for two 
weeks ; during five weeks he kopt his bed ; 
Geo. and Wm. Smith {came and said John 
had’ told them what he had done, 

Cross-examined by Mr, Dickson.—I aaw my 
husband on the Verandah, his head partly off; 
the person’on seeing me’ stepped off the yor 
randah, ‘arid’ ran off ; the veraridah floor is 
about six or seven inches up from the ground; 
I heard no’ voice, ‘but ‘simply: the fall ; J, 
Smith has: been in my: house occasionally ; 
Smiths and] have been’on fayorablo terms, 

Axaerr Apa, sworn—I was at-home at 
the time of the assault, but camo at 8!a, mj; 
found my father in bed sufforing | from two 
cutsin the head; did not see tho prisonor 
that day ; caught my ;horso and went for 
Dr, Sutton ;,went as far asthe Jordan and 
gave my horse to another man to goin my 
place and 1 returned back homo, 

Bruipoxr Curran, sworn—I live in the 
township of Tudor ; on} tho morning of tho 
hurt I saw prisoner about 6 o'clock in the 
morning on the concession line a short dis- 
tance from our place, going towards his own 
place, from the direction of his father and 
brother’a place ; it is about ono anda half 
miles from his fathor’s place to his own ; he 
had nothing then in his hand ; in about half 
an hour after I saw him going in tho direo- 
tion of Mr, Adam's placo carrying a gun in 
his hand’; he was at a quick walk, 


Dr. Surron, sworn—T live in the village of 
Madoo ; was called to seo him in the after- 
noon of the 17th June ; found him in the bed 
anffering from concussion of tho brain and 
shook ; found two wounds, one on the back 
and upper part of the head, to tho left sido, 
‘one and w half to two inches long; this ex- 
tended through thé wedlp to the bone ; the 
kul was slighty indontod at that apots there 
wan a wound on the front and loft nido of the 
hoad ; this was about two inches in longth 
and of aT shape + this extended through the 
woalp 5 beneath this bone the skull was frace 
tured; there wae a punctured wound on tho 


fracture about two 
wounds 


length ; the 
wero semi-lacerated, not very 
jnggered ; one wide of the fracture of the 
frontal bone was driven in abont the eighth of 
an-inoh ;abont-the punctured-fractare there 
were several fragmonts of bone ; these \ox- 
tondod to the covering of the brain, and 
picées of bone were through the fracture; 
I removed tho pieces and elevated the proased 
bone ; think the man will recover ; the “in- 
jury may ‘uot bo permanent ; the injury 
would cause death if not properly treated ; 
such blows with such results are exceedingly 
critical ; if the pieces of bone had been driven 
into. the brain they would. probably havo 
caused death ; the punctured wound had been 
cause by asharp instrument, the others were 
caused by a blunt instrument, say o gun ; 
I had.the gun placed in my hand by Mr. 8, 
Golding ; the gun producod ia the one I gaye 
to the Deputy Sheriff ; the T wound spoken 
of would be produced by the top of the cock, 
and a portion of the lock of the gun would 
caulie the other wound mentioned ; tho stock 
of the gun is cracked, probably caused by it 
striking on the verandah, thereby preventing 
the full force of the blow on Mr. Adams, 

Tho Grand Jury came in and found a true 
bill against Geo. Humphreys for manslaugh- 
ter. 

Witness resumed,—On tmy way to seo Adams 
I met the prisonor carrying the gan in his 
arms at about 4.0'clock; he was alone, and 
going toward:Madoc about a mile and a half 
or two miles from the village; I also met 
parties behind him who told me.they were 
looking after the prisoner ; we stopped and 
talked ; they werenot far behind; as Adams 
was lying in a critical condition, therefore I 
got the gun, 


Cross-examinéd.—Probably the men I met 
in the waggon were the brothers ; I cannot 
recolleot their faces ; the prisoner was walk- 
ing slowly }:the fractured wound“was on the 
left side of the head ; Ido not know the po- 
sition! of the house; 1, don’t think the blow 
causing the fracture, wound was, caused while 
standing; the wounds could be caused by 
other weapons than a gun. 


A. F. Woop, sworn.—I am Justice of the 
Peacey in Madoc; know Mr. Adams; also 
know the prisoner,; on the 17th June he came 
to me in custody witha constable to give 
himself up ; I asked him what for; he, said he 
had killed aman in the person of John Adams, 
and further said he would have killed his son 
if he could: on the prisoner's statement I ex- 
amined the man, thinking probably he was 
insane ; I said, “Smith, don't you know kill- 
ing that man was wrong?” he said he did it 
because he helped to turn him off the land ; 
he #aid’something thout Mr. Adams’ son hay- 
ing been with his wife during his absence ;) 1 
believe the man was purely’sane | and cogni- 
vant; he said /hedid not care whethor he lived 
or died ; 1did not feel satoin taking his state- 
ment verbally ; 1 therefore took it/in writing, 
which I produce. 

Cross-eramined,—He appeared calm and de- 
liberate ; I thought at first he was not imhis 
right mind, therefore I. put his) statement in 
writing ; the reason I did not take his verbal 
statement was because I thought he might be 
insane)‘and would say something to commit 
himself ;but'I think him perfectly sane ; he 
told me he would have shot him if the gun 
had gone off—but it! wouldn’t, and he there- 
fore uged the butt of the gun. 

‘This ended the case for the Crown, 

DEFENCE. 

Groncr Apams, sworn,—L am brother to 
the prisoner ; hayelived there 18 or 19 years 
about two)years after.moving to Tudor there 
was a. law suit. between Curran, and him; 
after the suit.was settled between Pollock 
and O'Neil and Curran and brother John ; 
two days after he left, and went into the 
woods and hid behind logs, and remained 
away until evening ; when I would speak to 
him he would not answer me for half an hour 
but kept crying all the time ; about a fort- 


hight after I asked him what was the matter; 
ho said he had murdered all belonging to him; 
ho did not come from the ‘woods of his own 
‘aéoorl ; I wont in search of him ; he did not 
reply to my-calls,’ but I found him with the 


aidlof my dog; he came home with me, and 


kept crying for six weeks 5,1 then sent him

J. A. M. Gizaxnt, turnkey, aworn,—When

be under the influence of delirium tremens ; he 

acted ag if he was afraid of something, and 

did not aeem to mend any, but rather grew 

worse } his conduct attracted my attention 

several timos ; I found him naked in his cell 
twice, and fighting the wall; said now he 
would have peace, as he had killed him; he 
would be rubbing himself and stuff his cars 
full of leaves, and throw himself into all sorta 
of shapes, and try to hide himself ; he would 
call to me to go and got a gun and shoot him, 
to put him out of misery, as they wore trying 
to murder him by inches; I tried to prevail 
on him to the contrary, but he was of the 
same opinion; he has not been right since ho 
has been here. 

A. G Norrurvr, sworn.—I noticed the 
prisoner in the month of August ; he would 
be alone, and walking and rubbing himself, — 
acting quite contrary to all tho other prisoners, 

Tnos, Writs, M.P.P., sworn, —I formerly 
resided in Seymour, and knew the Smith fam- 
ily ; the prisoner's father wrote me to go and 
see him ; I told him the man was not dead but 
likely to recover ; he gave mo a@ vacant stare} 
I was called to see him ; he told mo that the 
doctor had given him a drug to take so that 
he might know the whole history of his life, 
and he wanted the doctor prosecuted ; and at 
‘a subsequent meeting he told mo the people 
were trying to murder him, and that they 

were throwing stones,etc, at him ; my former 
opinion of his iasanity was strengthened. 

E. W. Meyers, jailor, was sworn, and 
corroborated Mr. Gilbert's testimony, 

Dr. Lisrex, sworn—I saw tho prisoner yes- 
terday for the first time in company with Dr. 
Wilson ; I went to ascertain the state of the 
prisoner's mind ; wo examined the prisoner 
in asking questions and cliciting answers + 
the questions were ordinary ones; we found 
him taciturn and having a great wish for 
secrocy, and he labored under imaginary fears 
and spoke of ono practitioner from whom he 
entertained some persecntion ; I know from 
my own personal knowledge and personal 
examination that the prisoner’s mind is un. 
sound on some points ; I have no hesitation 
in saying that the prisoner is insanc from the 
excessive use of drink and self-abuse. 

Cross Examined,—A man addicted to self- 
abuse would not be reliable for his acts, al- 
though a man could attend to his ordinary 
‘business and would know right from wrong, 
his insanity is not particularly marked. 

Dr, WiLson, sworn—went with Dr. Lister 
to examine the prisoner in regard to the state 
of his mind, we asked him a few questions 
and he refused to answer. I was at first 
under the impression his insanity was feign- 
ed, but on a continued examination I con- 
cluded him to be insane from the manner in 
which he answered questions, and from a 
vacant staro he gave us, and do not consider 
him responsible for his acts when he was arous 
ed. I would look upon a person acting sim- 
ilarly as the fprisoner insane, for there are 
strong evidences of insanity. 

Cross-evamined,—I was with the prisoner 

‘half an hour; half an hour's oxamination of 
him was sufficient for me to make out the case 
of insanity ; half an hour is not long enough 
for some cases of insanity; they all cannot 
put on that peculiar look ; I think it difficult 
for the prisoner to feign insanity ; I infer this 
man is of little intelligence ; I do not know 
if he can read or write; he did not seom to 
know where he was, and what crime he had 
committed ; he knew he had struck Adams, 
and was rather apprehensive of other dangers, 
from tremor; he referred to a medical man 
by the name of Douglas; he was quiet and 
listless, and seemed to be suffering from ab- 
sent mindedness; had a vacant stare of the 
eye. The question of insanity is quite a diffi- 
cult one ; when I said the prisoner was suffer- 

_ ing from general insanity, in my examination 
of yesterday—and my opinion of yesterday 
‘was strangthened by the witnesses to-day—I 
did not form any opinion of the cause of the 
prisoner's insanity. 

Tho Jury returned at 9:36 o'clock, when the 
following verdict was rendered :—‘‘ We find 
the prisoner guilty of feloniously striking Jno, 
F, Adams with intent to kill, and that he was 
sane at the time, but we consider the prisoner 
as not understanding and not being capable 
of understanding the proceedings against him 
in this Court to-day, he being insane, 

The Judge then directed the prisoner to be 
kept in close custody, as an insane person. 

‘The Jury was then dismissed,

The New Artillery. 


Experiments continue tobe made with 
the new 81-ton gun at Shoeburyness. It 
is reported that the British Goyernment, 
quite satisfied with the working of the 81- 
ton gun, are about to have some 100-ton 
guns constructed. These monstrous wea- 
pons of war would be able at one shot to 
smash and sink the heaviest armed war- 
ship afloat. It seems probable that ere 
ae the construction of artillery, oper- 
ated by gunpowder, will reach its’ limit 
and then science will have to take another 
direction. There is room for discov eries 
in chemistry. Could not one of these new 
monster guna throw a barrel of chemicals 
into a town, say from a distance of ten 
miles, which barrel on bursting would give 
out sufficient poisonous gasto cause the 
death of eve Inhabitant within a mile 
range! Int! is age of progress and high 
civilization such an invention is quite pos- 
sible, and the inventor would probably re- 
ceive public honors, a pension, and the 
blue ribbon of an order of Knighthood. We 
shall seo, In the meantime the experi- 
menta and trials of the 81-ton gun are in- 
teresting. One trial took placo a few 
days since at the Shoburynoas soa-rango, 
Tho explosion at Hell-gate seems to have 
been a very poor affair when its results on 
the surrounding country are compared 
with those which followed the dischar, 
of this much-talked of gun. By the first ox- 
pepe most of the cottages along the sea 
ront had one or two broken panes of glass 
several had their rooms littored with plastor 
frown the walls and ceilings, and one or two 
had their window-sashes blown completely 
out, but the most remarkable effects were 
manifested at a greater distance. The 
pei window of a grocer, full 500yarda 
rom the gun,was utterly dostroyed,and the 
glass,a quarter of an inch thick, soattorod 
about the road. A barrack-gato was burst 
opon and its lock broken,several sashos had 
vanished, and there were broken windows 
in every street. Each subsequent round 
added something to the damage, but the 
greatest mischiof was necessarily dono at 
the first discharge, Your other rounds 
wore fired at the same olovation, namely 7 
dogroos, and each shot foll within a fow 
foot of tho aame distance, two Appearing to 


bounding after No, t into the German 
Qooan, ‘The gun was then depressed to an 
angle of only ono degree, and two shots 
wore sont skimming the water, making 
“duck and drakeos" soveal times before they 
disappeared, ‘Tho socond was observed 
splashing up tho foam at a distanes of 22,- 
500 yards, or nearly seven miles from tho 
shore, and as the ‘ twist” in the projectile 
gave it & constant tendency to the right, it 
seomed to got unploasantly near to some 
shadowy-looking steamers in the hazy dis- 
tance,

It is announced by the Globe and tho 
Ottawa organs that the vacancy created by 
the nomination of Hon. David Laird to 
the Lieutenant-Governorship of the North 
West has been filled by the appointment of | 
Mr. David Mills, M. P,, to the vacant 
portfolio.  ‘ The @lobe referring to the 
appointment says :” ‘‘ If he has at times 
‘displayed some too logical eccentricities, it 
“may be taken for granted that nothing will 
“correct any such tendencies so effectual as 
“the severely practical duties of Govern- 
“ment.” That is Mr, Mills is prepared to 
sink his own individuality—to abandon his 
pet hobbies of abolishing the Senate, freo 
trade in everything,and tho “‘eccentricities” 
for which he is so notorious : and become 
the mere machine of ‘ Dictator" Brown. 
Either that or the Dictator has been com- 
pelled to yield the sceptre to the ‘‘advanc- 
ed ” Reformers, Mills and Blake. 


A Turkish Census. 


Under the head of ‘ A Turkish Census,” 
the London Times recently gave several 
estimates of the population of the Sultan's 
dominions in Europe. None of these agree ; 
some of them differ widely. There has 
never been an official census in Turkey, and 
consequently the opinions quoted are main- 
ly conjectural. That which meets with 
most favor, however, is the statement of 
Herr Jakschitj, who sets the area of Tur- 
key in Enrope at 138,264 English miles, 
and the population at 8,314,990 souls. The 
ayerage density of the population of the 
whole Ottoman Empire is only 20 to the 
square mile, so that, according to these 
statistics, European Turkey has a popula- 
tion three times as dense as that of the 
Sultan’s dominions entire, Of this eight 
millions and a quarter not more than a 
quarter million aro said to be true Osmanli, 
and religion divides the remainder in the 
proportion of about three Mohammedans 
to four Christians, the former representing 
chiefly converts made during more than 
four centuries of despotism. 


Shipments of Canadian Cattle. 


A Montreal paper says the shipments of 
Canadian cattle to Great Britain have been 
very successful during the early portion of 
the season, shippers making large profits 
on their stock. This induced them, when 
the supply of stall-fed Canadian cattle be- 
gan to run short, to ship Chicago steers ; 
but these latter do not seem so capable of 
standing a sea yoyageas the “ canucks,” 
and large numbers‘of them died at sea. 
The S.S “Severn” lost thirty head of 
fine cattle during her voyage ; the SS. 
“Scotland,” 29 head ; the SS. ‘‘ Quebec,” 
19 head ; the SS. ‘‘ Texas,” 17 head, and 
the SS. ‘‘ Manitoba,” 13 head, besides 
several smaller lots in other vessels, The 
above losses were all cattle from Chicago, 
and were brought from that city and ship- 
ped during very warm weather, thus get- 
ting overheated, After getting out to sea; 
the temperature changed greatly, and 
severe storms coming on, sometimes flood- 
ed the decks where the cattle were stand- 
ing, chilling them all through and causing 
a large number of them to die. The deaths 
among the shipments of Canadian cattle 
did not amount to one per cent., the dis- 
tillery-fed cattle standing the voyage best 
of all, but then they were shipped earlier 
in the season, when there were less storms 
at sea’; likewise their trips on the cars, 
besides being shorter than that of the Chi- 
cago cattle, were made in cooler weather. 
There will most likely be a brisk demand 
for stall-fed Canadian cattle, for the pur- 
pose of shipping to Britain, on the opening 
of navigation next spring, and farmers 
would do well to keep all their large steers 
and oxen not already in good condition, 
and if well fed they may bring from $5.50 
to$6 per hundred pounds in the spring, 
whereas they would only bring about $4 
per hundred pounds at present. As the 
same amount is charged on shipboard for a 
amall steer as is charged for a large ox, the | 
advantage of shipping large cattle is easily 
seen,

callod upon either by the textof the treaty 
or by moral obligation to defend one of 
those ompires against the other, The nation 
reserves full liberty of action should the 
compromising of her interests ever call for 
interference. All we can see at present is 
that a war of race and religion sufticiently 
formidable is likely to ensue in Eastern 
Europe. If it was permissible policy to wait 
and see what would come of the stroggle 
between the Turks and their rebellious sub- 
jects it is not now wrong to stand aside and 
soo the development of the same contest, 
England has never understood to interfere 
in the concerns of the continent without 
continental allies. There is no good ground 
for believing that we should have real sup- 
port from any Power in a war for the de- 
fence of the Turkish State. Effectual re- 
sistance to Russian power must proceed 
from Austria and Germany. It appears un- 
likely that either of them will take » hostile 
position towards Russia, all having finally 
returned to the triple alliance.” 

The Berlin correspondent of the Times 
telegraphs :—‘‘ It is understood that the 
Austrian reply to the Czar’s second letter, 
while promising neutrality in the event of 
a Russian invasion of Bulgaria, practically 
reserves for Austria the right of operating 
in any other part of Turkey. 

The Times’ correspondent of Paris say 

there is no doubt of complete accord be- 
tween Russia, Germany, and Austria. It 
can be easily scenthat England and France 
will not break their neutrality, therefore 
Russia only has Turkey to face. 


New York, Oct. 20.—A cable special 
says ; add to the excitement and dis- 
trust it is just announced in London that 
orders have been given that three corps of 
ne British army shall be immediately mobiy 
this logks like war. 


Prymouta, Oct. 19.—Orders have been 
received at Devonport dockyard to complete 
the repairs on the four turret steamships 
Cyclops, Hydra, Gorgon and Hecate, each 
carrying four guns, and on the iron-clad 
str. Agincourt, carrying 28 guns, Three 
composite gun vessels are building here, 
and two others in private yards are being 
prepared for commission. 

Lonnon, Oct. 19.—The English and oan- 
tinental Bourses closed more settled. Prices 
were slightly firmer, but there was no 
marked recovery. 


A Renter despatch from Berlin says at 
present the Great Powers are supporting 
the proposals which Russia has made to 
the Porte in exactly tho same terms as 
previously adopted by England. Russia 
prefers to avoid isolated action as long as 
possible, and in reply to all overtures in- 
tended to weaken the triple alliance, has 
intimated her intention to adhere thereto 
and hag pointed out to one power that the 
supposition that a misunderstanding might 
arise between Austria and her is in no way 
justified by the state of affairs. 

A Reuter despatch from St. Petersburg 
says ;—Lord Loftus, British Ambassador, 
will shortly proceed to Livadia. This is 
regarded as a symptom of a possible un- 
derstanding between England and Russia. 


Benxi, Oct. 19,—The semi-official North 
German Gazette this evening announce 
that it learns froma good source in St. 
Petersburg that the Czarewitch will shortly 
leave Livadia for Vienna, Berlin, and Lon- 
don for the purpose of personally promot- 
ing the unanimous action of the Great 
Powers in the interest of a satisfactory solu- 
tion of the Eastern Question. According 
to the assurances given in St. Petersburg 
circles the Ozar still adheres to his resolu- 
tion not to act singly or to abandon his al- 
liance. 

The only Minister of the Ottoman Cabi- 
net who believed that Turkey might de- 
fend herself and receive European aid has 
fallen. The members of the Cabinet are 
now conyinced that Turkey cannot count 
on tho accord of Europe in her favor, and 
that she cannot any longer maintain com- 
plete dominion of the peninsula. If they 
hesitate about the six weeks’ armistice it is 
because they wish to know the conditions 
to which they will have to submit. What 
Russia wants is now known, and the Otto- 
man Cabinet will probably resign themselves 
to it. Ruasia wishes the absolute indepen- 
dence of Servia, the recognized indepen- 
dence of Montenegro with an oxtension of 
territory and the annexation of the port of 
Spezza ; and the political and adminstra- 
tive autonomy of Boinia Herzegovina, and 
Bulgaria. She wishes the strip of Bess- 
arabia taken from her in 1856, and to have 
the liberty of the Dardanelles established.

The surmises of the Op, 
in relation to Mx. " 
proposed postponement of the meeting of 
the Legislature aro, seemingly, quite likely 
to prove correct. Already some not over 
savory matters, which Mr. Mowat might 


doom desirable should receive as little pu 


lic attention as possible when brought be- 
foro the Houso for discussion, havo begun 
to manifest themselves. Ono of those is 
the reported connection of the Reform 
Speaker, Mr. R. M. Wolls, with cortain 
discroditable transanctions with the North- 
ern Railway Company, a4 brought to light 
by the Commission appointed at the re- 
quest of Mr. Brown. The previous record 
of this gentleman is not at alla creditable 
one, and if what is now charged against 
him bo true, ho will be driven from the 
Speaker's chair, and not improbably from 
his seat in the Legislature as well. The 
—Grit presshave taken this matter up,and 
probably with the intention of ondeayor> 
ing to break the force of the comments of 
Conservative journals—call for the resigna- 
tion of Mr, Wells of the office which he 
worked so hard to secure when the third 
Parliament of Ontario began its first ses- 
sion last year. ‘Cho Hamilton Z'imes says: 
“There is no special evidence to the foro 
‘that Mr. Wells is an angel of purity, but 
« there is a strong opinion afloat that if he 
is man cnough to resign the Legislative 
“Speakership next will be 
“warmly thanked, and that if he is not, 
“there may bo—as there should be—somo 
“momber of the Reform party who, by 
‘plain resolution, will request from the 
«House that Mr, Wells may have permis- 
gion to resume his seat on the floor of 
‘€the House.” Thero is no doubt that tho 
little Premier would have the discussion 
of this matter stifled, if that were possi- 
ble; but the probability is that he will not 
he able to do so, public opinion being 
strongly averso to the proposed postpone-

Another important subject will be the 
proposal ‘to amend the Assessment law so 
as to abolish all exemptions from taxation. 
This subject has boen discussed through the 
press, and an almost universal expression 
of opinion has been given in favor of the 

_ proposed change. Mr, Mowat is strongly 
in favor of a continuance of the present 
system, and being thus out of accord with 
the public sentiment, he would no doubt 
be glad to have the least possible share of 
attention paid to his action on the subiect, 
unless he be propared to accept the popular 
view of the subject, which will no doubt 
be strongly urged. 

Then the Central Prison is likely to prove 
a source of embarrassment to the Govern- 
ment, and to afford another reason for 
concealment of details as far as possible.

De- 
fendant, Benjamin Johnson, had been carry- 
ing on’ business in Marmora as a merchant and 
became indebted to plaintiff and one Cooper, 
then doing business together as co-partners, 
Defendant, Abba Johnson, owned the land on 
which mortgage was given to secure the 
debt of her husband, Defendant pleaded as 
follows : By B, Johnson (1), payment ; by A. 
Johnson (2), coverture; by A. Johnson (3), 
equitable plea, mortgagej obtained by misre- 
presentation, that the Jand only was to be 
responsible under her covenant in mortgage, 
This is another of the many cases arising 
under the Married Woman's Act, which, 
under the different decisions by the courts, 
means nothing. The Judge stated there 
should be something done, as the Act or de- 
cisions under it were in a very unsatisfactory 
state, Benjamin Johnson, in giving evidence, 
said that when the mortgage was given by 
his wife, it was with the.understanding that 
sho was not to be bound in the covenants 
contained in the mortgage.

Bow Street Runners, 

The London police were remodelled by 
Mr. (afterwards Sir Robert) Peel and com- 
menced duty on September 20th, 1828, 
Previous to this the duty of apprehending 
criminals devolved upon constables, who 
were called ‘Bow street runners,” many of 
whom showed great ingenuity in detecting 
the perpetrators of offences, and of which 
Professor Prynne, in his interesting ‘‘ Re- 
collections,” gives the following illustrative 
anecdotes : 
‘A friond of mine a barrister, told me 
that he had the following relation from 
Townshend, who was one of the most noted 
among them; A robbery was committed 
ata country house in Essex, and one of 
these men (I think it was Townshend him- 
self) was sont for. He detected on the drive 
near the house a little hay, which conyine- 
ed him that a hackney coach had been there. 
He went to the nearest turnpike, and asked 
if one had passed through it about such a 
time. The man said ‘Yes,” but could not 
remember the number. 

“Tt was 45,” said a boy at play near; 
“I'm certain of it, for I shouted as it pass- 
ed, Wilkes and Liberty.” 


The runner immediately returned to 
town, found out No, 45, and summoned 
the driver of it before a magistrate, The 
man acknowledged that he had been out of 
town, but asserted that it was elsewhere he 
had gone, The magistrate said ‘Turn 
down his sleeves,” knowing the custom of 
these men to place the turnpike tickets 
there, and that there was just the chance 
that he might not have given up the one 
that freed him back. It was so, and the 
ticket proved to be for the Essex route. 
The man peached and the robbers were 
taken.”

Hard Times. 


(From the Montreal Star.) 


The busy season of the year is about 
drawing ton close, and while there is a} 
notable improyement to be recorded in the 
trade of the part upon the corresponding 
period of 1875, the cry of “hard times 
as loudly echoed as it has been any, time 


| 
| 


country, in common wtth others, has pass- 
ed. We are 1ing to regard this per- 
potual wailof ‘hard times" with suspicion, 
It appears to us that there has been more 
of pi ise and more of result during the 
yresent year than people are willing to ac- 
nowledge, Surely somé one has mado 
monoy out of all tho mass Of businoss that 


has been transacted in Montreal. Every 
merchant cannot have been losing ; every 
trader cannot have been sacrilicing his 


capital and time for the purpose of aceor 
modating the public as a sort of general 
benefactor, The industries of the city 
haye not been carried on. upon. simply 
benevolent principles, and weekly pay-lists 
have not been met’ purely because the 
working-classes require employment, 
Money has been, and is, circulating. and 
the channels of trade and distribution have 
been pretty fully charged with business. 
Taking one thing with another, while 
Montreal may not have enjoyed anything 
like the prosperity of an excey tional 
year like 1873 the metropolis | has 
been fairly busy, spite of all disadvantages, 
and to pretend that anything like the hard 
times of 1875 has prevailed is not strictly 
true. The fact is that with business peo- 
ple, firmly grounded, and managing their 
affairs upon a legitimate basis, the term 
“hard’times” is arelative one. Depression, 
with them, means simply the difference 
between the profit actually made and that 
which was expected tobe made. When 
Max Strackosh brings a star combination 
from Europe, and nets $40,000 where he 
expected to reap $100,000, he announces 
that he has lost $60,000; and so with 
many business houses, What they fail to 
clear they count as so much loss, and thon 
they attribute to ‘‘depression” the differ- 
ence between their anticipations and their 
actual achievements. Did the disappoint- 
ment rest here, well and good; unfor- 
tunately the consequences are too frequent- 
ly visited upop employees, in reduction of 
staff and wages, and, in turn rotail trades- 
men suffer, and there 1s a corresponding de- 
cline of business, ‘The erisis through which 
the country has passed has shaken con- 


cerns trading upon illegitimate basis, 
and while the consequences have 
been severe, it is not, on the 


whole, to be regretted that people who have 
been pretentiously doing business without 
any tirm grounding whatever, and upon a 
false rating, whose course has been one of 
deception and shame which an inflated 
credit system has fostered and protected, 
have gone under. Such houses had become 
dangerous to legitimate commerce. Their 
reckless competition, and dishonest disposal 
of goods which actually did not belong to 
them tended in the most prosperous times 
to derange the course of trade by creating 
false ideas of values, Their disappearance 
from the arena in which they worked very 
serious evil during their existence is more 
to be congratulated than deplored, even 
though in their train they have left heavy 
losers, and involved many respectable 
houses. Montreal has not been alone in 
suffering from the depredations of these il- 
legitimate traders ; the great cities of the 
United States have very severely victimiz- 
ed, and on their effectual rooting out the 
foremost commercial writers have their 
hopes of a return of business prosperity. 


Under the existing circumstances, we 
see no reason why the whine about ‘‘ hard 
times " should be kept up, much less why 
it shonld be tolerated as areason for peo- 
ple failing to meet their obligations. One 
of the most frequent excuses collectors 
meet with is that ‘‘ There is no money,” 
or “Times are hard,” and the creditor 
must ** wait till things gets better” for the 
money which is his rightful due. In seven 
cases out of ton the people who make ox- 
cuses of this sort are the very ones who 
are able to hand up, who need only write 
a cheque,or pay over the money, and have 
done with it. But they button up th 
pockets, and on the strength of a cc 
plaint of “* hard times,” which does not af- 
fect them in the slightest, they Fesipone 
payments and help to embarrass the trad- 
ers who rely upon them for the money re- 
quired to discharge the continually matur- 
ing obligations of business. The general 
complaint now is that the best people don’t 
pay. These are the people who do not 
fear being sued, and who, if hardly pressed 
for their accounts, would indignantly 
transfer their custom, These are the peo- 
ple who prolong the period of depression, 
and who, though they may not think it, 
are responsible for much business trouble 
and much general suffering. There is no 
real economy in buttoning up the pocket 
when accounts are due and the money at 
hand, The pretence that, because there is 
a restriction in circulation and the paca 
able use of money itis proper to decline 
to moet just responsibilities, is to assert a 
most fallacious doctrine. Yet. it is one 
which is put forward confilently every day, 
and its consequences may be seen in the 
too numerous bankruptcies weekly report- 
ed in the official gazottes. 


What is required to bring about a sonnd- 
er confidence is a resolution on the part of 
the solvent public to meet every legitimate 
| responsibility, to pay every dollar that is 
rightfully duo, and place business men in 
a position to discharge their engagements 
in turn. If book debts were not so onor- 
mously expanded, and those who are a 
to pay not so reluctant to pay, there would 
| be nothing like the tightnoss th ia in 
the commercial world, Moro than this ; 
| if there was not an unwise disposition to 
| closely grasp every dollar, to refrain oven 
from judicious expenditure, tu retrench 
whore retrenchment is unnecessary, and to 
pinch where pinching dev 1 into mean- 
ness, there would be a very different stato | 
of the things, Depression has made labor

A Mine Miser. 


Some time in August last an aged man 
named John Humphrey died at Appleton, 
Mo., aged about eighty-three years. He 
was universally known asa very miserly 
man, and it was supposed he had more or 
less hard money secreted about the premi- 
ses of his homestead. 

This supposition was founded on the fact 
that some thirty-live years‘ago Cyrus Sim- 
mons, late of Rockland, a carpenter, while 
building a house for Mr. Humphrey found 
about six hundred dollars in hard money 
secreted among some lumber stored in Mr. 
Humphrey's barn preparatory to building his 
house; and this money was claimed by, and 
no doubt belonged to Mr. Humphrey. This 
fact being generally known, the supposition 
that some more money was somewhere se- 
creted was yery reasonable. Mr, Hum- 
phrey was formerly a hatter and in all pro- 
rability accummulated quite a property, to 
which he afterwards made considerable ad- 
ditions by the gradual gains of products 
sold from his farm, 


Some eight years since he contracted with 
Samuel Ripley to take his farm and provide 
a support for himself and wife during their 
lives. Mr. Ripley feeling satisfied that there 
must be money somewhere secreted, im- 
mediately on the death of the old gentle- 
man began a vigorous search for the sup- 
posed treasures, and was liberally reward- 
ed for his search by finding secreted in an 
old desk two sacks filled with double eagles 
of gold ($20 each) to the amount of $1,300 
in each sack. There was also found in an 
old sink, laid away in an old unoccupied 
closet, other parcels filled with silver coins, 
many of them of ancient date, and mostly 
foreign coin, among them five-franc pieces 
(an old French coin), and also Mexican 
dollars and Spanishi coin. 

I learned from good authority that Mr. 
Humphrey denied himself and wife even 
the comforts of life in order to gratify his 
miserly disposition to hoard up his earnings 
and savings. I also learned, as related by 
Mr. Humphrey, that he first saw his wife 
ina store trying to drive a yery sharp 
trade with the merchant, and, discovering 
sucha sharp, shrewd, business tact, that 
he said to himself, ‘That's the girl for 
me,” and immediately began cultivating 
an intimacy with her that resulted in a 
marriage union of their efforts to get and 
hoard their earnings ; and nodoubt in her 
days of consciousness she knew where these 
treasures were secreted. It is said that in 
their marriage contract, many stipulations 
were made and agreed to, on both sides, 
one of which was ‘“‘never to boil any meat 
that could be fried.”—Camden Herald.

One Benefit of a Protective Tariff 


Pho Globe announces in its editorial col- 
ums of the 26th inst., just as if tho state- 
ment] wero of the ‘greatest importance 
from tho Free Trade point of view: 
«Tho story thathas been going the rounds 
« of the Protectionist papers recently about 
«4 Shoflield firm having moved thoir es- 
« tablishmont bodily to the United States 
« amounts, it turns out, simply to this :— 
« Tho United States duty operating against 
tho importation of British goods,the firm 
« of Sanderson & Bros., of Shoflield, have 
‘decided on supplying their American 
 oustomers from a factory in tho States, 
« continuing to supply their home and con- 
* tinental trade from Sheftield as former- 
‘ly, Theyjhave dong only what many a 
‘firm has done before them—opened a 
« branch in the United States.” 

We fail to see that the action of Messrs. 
Sanderson Bros., and many other firms as 
mentioned, is of such slight inportance as 
the Freo Trade Globe would fain have its 
readers bolieve. If, by the operation of 
the United States protective tariff, British 
manufacturors have been compelled to es- 
tablish branch manufactories in that coun- 
try for the supply of its demand, the 
United States therefore’ derives the bene- 
fit of these branch manufactories, to quite 
as great a degree as if they had been es- 
tablished by their own citizens. Thus the 

Globe proves the case to a demonstration 
against ils own theories, by admitting that 
the imposition of protective duties causes 
the establishment of now branches of in- 
dustry, therefore existing manufactures 
must be also atimylated. Canada might 
have similar results to point to were not 
our rulers indoctrinated with Free Trade 
sophisms toan oxtent which even John 
Stuart Mill, the apostle of that political 
heresy, expressly declared was not fitted 
for a young and struggling community cir- 
tancedastheDominionis. With amod- 
a amount of protection in addition to 
what the pr t tariff'affords,our mannufac- 
rers would haye at least an equal chance in 
our home markets with those of the United 
States, and many thousands of workmen 
would be profitably employed. Without 
ecessary safeguard, our market is 
controlled to a very large extent by the 
opulent manufacturers of the United 


* their owners are gradually but surely suc- 


cumbing to the pressure put upon them 


their inferior and surplus products. Thus 


the Canadian manufacturer is afforded no 


chance, being shut out of the United States 
market, and unable to control that of the 
Dominion in face of unfair competition. 
Consequently we find the manufacturing 
trade reviving, and new industries being 
established in the United States, whilst the 
same class of business in Canada remains 
depressed and without present prospects 
of improvement. Until we have a tariff 
which will operate as that of the United 
States does, in causing manufacturers who 
wish to trade largely with us in such art- 
icles ascan be profitably made in this 
country to ostablish branches in this 
country, we cannot be truly prosper- 
ous. From the present Government we 
have nothing to hope in this matter; the 
task of remedying this evil and restoring 
prosperity is evidently reserved for their 
successors.

Tt is a staple of 
the Greeks to put every kind of atrocity at the 
door of the Turks, The Turks are fierce in war, 
and civil war is al % bloody. Remember your 
own Andersonville and Fort Pillow. 
expect Turks to be more civilized than you ? 
In closing Dr. Hamlin said that he hoped that 
the Am Board would not desert Turkey, 
for the only needed Gospel influence to 
bring them up to an equality with any nation 
in the world.”

Farm News. 


| PROPER TIME YOR PAINTING, Ke. 

October and November are tho best 
fall months for painting the outsides of 
buildings, At is folly to hire a painter to | 
paint outbuildings when the owner has 
nothing that he can work at himself to ad- 

antago. Every fariner and owner of a 
village residence who desires to economise 
should know how to use a paint brush. 
He can learn in one day how to doa fair 
job, notwithstanding that professional 
painters may say that he will ‘spoil the 
work and waste a great deal of paint.” 
Anybody can mix white load and oil. Four 
gallons of oil are enough for 100 pounds of 
Tead, anda good color for any house can be 
made with burnt umber, as light or as 
dark as you please, Use half raw and half 
boiled oil, with no drier and buy your oil 
of oil merchants when youcan. I have 
just bought raw oil at 55 cents, and boiled 
oil at sixty cents per gallon, by the can or 
ten gallons, the cheapest that I ever pur- 
chased it, and of good quality, | Buy 
the best of brushes, asa two dollar brush 
is cheaper in the end than of the same size 
for one dollar, If you have fences to paint, 
one of your boys should do the work. 
Let him learn how to do it by practice. I 
have often made a good fence paiuter of a 
boy 15 to 18 years old in a week, then he 
can be set at outhouse painting. In brief, 
farmers should seldom employ a profession- 
al painter for any kind of work, when they 
have almost grown up to manhood, or when 
they themselves can find time to do their 
own painting and save the expenses, I 
refer to men who are compelled to be 
economical in these times, Painters, how- 
ever, must live a8 wellas other people by 
their trade. Let us take a look inside of 
your dwelling. These rooms need painting 
badly, Get some white lead and spirit of 
arpentine (no oil), and let your wife or 
daughter paint one room on trial. Many a 
lady has put on a painting “rig,” and 
painted rooms almost as! wellas a practical 
painter. Orin the winter season, or on 
stormy days, you might paint these rooms 
yourself. One dosen't know what he can 
do till he makes a trial. Money saved is 
this way money earned. I once knew a 
young lady who bought her wedding dress 
with money her father gave her for paint- 
ing the inside of his house. She was not 
too proud to do it, and to-day he lives on a 
fine farm, and paid for from her labor as 
well as that of her husband. 

YAINTS AND OUTHOUSES. 

Farmers and others often have outhouses 
to paint, but they cannot afford to use 
white lead, and they ask ‘is there no kind 
of durable paint that I can use which is 
cheap?” To meet this demand for cheap 
paints, every owner of land that contained 
@ substance that could be ground, or pul- 
verized, and make paint when mixed with 
oil has barrelled up this commodity, brand- 
ed it, mineral paint,” and put it in the 
market ; but twenty years experience with 
most of these paints shows that they are of 
very little value ; and my advice to farmers 
is, having nothing to do with them, as they 
mast be mixed with linseed oil to be of 
any value on buildings ; and this kind of 
pak soon fades in color, and is washed off 

»y the rains after the first season. There 
is no kind of paint that can be used on out- 
buildings, or any other buildings, that will 
give satisfaction, except white lead and 
linseed oil. Zinc makas a good paint, but 
is dearer than lead, Then we have 
“chemical” paints that also are good, be- 
ing made in part zinc, and ready mixed and 
colored. I can reccommend * Averill 
Chemical Paint,” thus mixed and colored 
as equal in durability to white lead, but it 
costs about the same price ; and I have 
found no advantage in using it over white 
lead. If an outhouse first requires a good 
heavy coat of crude petroleum (kerosene 
unretined) put on with a whitewash brush, 
then let it i a fow weeks, and then apply 
acoat of white lead and linseed oil, and 
you will have a paint that will not be ex- 
pensive, while it will be very durable, and 
equal to two ordinary coats of paints. 
Crude petroleum has been selling as low as 
ten cents per gallon by the barrel.

PRESENTMENT. 
The Grand Jury of the Court of Assize and 
Oyer and Terminer, would respectfully pro- 
sent, that in the discharge of their duties they 
have visited tho Deaf avd Dumb Institute, 
and examined the Gaol of the County. 
The visit to the Institute was of the most 
satisfactory character. Tho oflicera were 
courteous and obliging, aud all departments 
of the “Institute were in good order, Two 
hundred and eighteen pupils were found in 
attendance, the largest number at this season 
of the year since the Institution was estab- 
lished. ‘The Grand Jury learned with much 
satisfaction that it is the intention of the Gov- 
ernment to do away with the fee now charged 
for tuition, and make it entirely froe,—there- 
by removing an obstacle that has prevented 
many from fonefitting by the Institution. 
The Gaol was found in good order, roflect- 
ing credit upon the officials. 
The Grand Jury note with satisfaction the 
increased accommodation that is being provid- 
ed by the County Council for the different 
officers of the Court, and wonld suggest that 
one of the vacant rooms in the main building 
be fitted up for the convenience of the Crown 
Counsel, and examination of witnesses by Bar- 
risters of the Court. 
The attention of the Grand Jury was called 
to the increasing number of cases in which the 
unlawful carrying and use of firearms has re- 
sulted in injury to the person and loss of life, 
and they would respectfully recommend that 
all officials whose duty it is to sce that the 
Jaw is not violated, should be urged to increas- 
ed and special efforts in order to prevent the 
breach of the law referred to, 
The Grand Jury acknowladge with pleasure 
the courtesy and attention of B, M, Britton, 
Esq., the learned Counsel for the Crown. 
The Grand Jury beg also to thank your 
Lordship for the Careful instructions given, 
with reference to the eases coming before 
them, in your Lordship’s charge, and which 
have so essentially aided them in the proper 
falfilment of the important duties devolving 
upon them, 
They also congratulate the County upon 
your Lordship’s continued occupancy of a seat 
upon the Bench, as an active member of the 
Judici { the Province—a Judiciary whose 
independenco of character in all matters per- 
taining to the administration of justice is not 
only the pride of every trac Canadian, but as 
a part of the British Judiciary has secured the 
approbation and eulogy of every civilized part 
of the globe, and in no member of which has 
the character for independence been more 
prominent than in the person of your Lord- 
ship.

Dorr vs. Parver & Lioyp.—In the case 
of Duff vs. Pardes & Lloyd, which occupied 
the attention of the Court during yesterday, 
His Lordship in charging the jury referred at 
considerable length to the work which Messrs. 
Pardee & Lloyd were engaged in, commenting 
upon the great intelligence, tact, energy and 
ability displayed by Mr. Lloyd in the man- 
agement of the enterprise. His Lordship in 
a very lucid manner pointed out to the Jury 
the nature of a contract direct and indirect, 
showing that where a specific bargain was 
not made, it was fora jury to find the value 
of the services rendered, and award such a 
sum as was in their opinion was right and 
proper. He also referred to the relationship 
that existed between, the parties, remarking 
that it was for the jury to say whether the 
relationship was the reason why the defen- 
dant had taken the plaintiff into his service, 
and if so, whether he agreed to pay him more 
than the $1.50 per day, and tho plff. having 
failed to proye any other bargain, it would be 
for tho jury to say whether that was the only 
agreement made, In closing his remarks 
he paid Mr, Lloyd a very high 
pliment by remarking upon the very can- 
did manner in,which all the questions were 
answered, whother they bore for or against 
him. At the closing of His Lordship's 
remarks, it being the dinner hour, the jury 
were locked up and on their return tq court 
they brought in a verdict for the defendant. 
MANSLAUGHTER, 
Geo. Humphreys was placed in the dock 
charged with the killing of John Latchford 
upon the Sth day of August last. Upon be- 
ing arraigned 'the prisoner pleaded not guilty, 
when Mr. Dicksow, who appeared for the 
prisoner, said that tho prisoner wished to add 
to his ploa not guilty that the said Geo, Hum- 
phreys having heard the indictment road, 
saith that he should not be further prosocut- 
ed, as he was lawfully arrested and tried be- 
foro a Coroner's inquest for the same offience 
with which he is now charged, and they upon 
hearing the evidence discharged him, they 
finding that the shooting was a misadven- 
ture.

Butter Packages. 


Tho long needed better way to pack and 
| handle. butter has, I think, beon studiod 
out, The old-fashioned stone jar, firkins, 
tubs and pails, have dono service for a 
long time, But their service, memorable 
| anit is, falls short,in many ways, of reach- 
ing the desired objéct—the safe keoping of 
the butter from atmospheric. taints from 
the churn to the consumer's table, Stono 
| jars aro often improperly glazed, and the 
| buttor is snore or loss injured from that 
cause, Thoy will not admit of rough 
handling, and in no way be so tightly 
covered as, tobe air tight. The Scotch 
tub or any vessel where the top does not 
audmitof being tightly covered, is ob- 
jectionable. Firkins are often mado of 
improper wood, and liable to impart the 
impurities of the wood to the butter, and 
aro often so poorly made as to leak brine, 
Pailsdo very well to convey the butter 
from the manufacturer ‘to the consumer 
when intended for immediate use. But it 
srovides no safe way for the consumer to 
ee tho butter until it is used up. The 
large packages now being used aro too 
large for the retail dealer, particularly for 
grocorymen, who sell in broken parcels of 
but a few pounds atatime to their customers 
and often but one pound at atime. These 
large packages of 50 to 100 poundsare more 
or leas’ exposed to tho air whilé being emp- 
tied, and hence constantly absorbing any 
foul matter that may be in the air, and 
which is often very considerable, In ad- 
dition the butter, as it is taken out to re- 
tail, is more or less broken up, rough and 
unfit toappear upon the table, Theres are 
also great losses in the large packages now 
made by being improperly put up, and 
large quantities, at first of a tolerably good 
quality of butter, soon become rancid and 
unfit for the table, and are graded as 
‘grease’ by the inspector. Probably one- 
eighth or more of the butter that remains 
over winter, in city store-rooms in our 
large cities has been so badly handled that 
its first good qualities are lost. 
‘Lo remedy the many evils in our present 
mode of packing and handling butter, and 
also to provide a way for the safe and con- 
venient keeping of the butter while in the 
hands of the retail dealer, and until it is 
on the table ofthe consumer, I offer the 
following plan, which I practised last year 
and wonder why I or some one else had 
not thought of it before. Having had the 
experience of making nearly three score 
tons of butter in my own familyduring the 
last forty-five years, and having used pack- 
ages of various shapes, sizes and materials, 
T have adopted the plan here beiefty pre- 
sented, which will no doubt be criticis- 
ed more or less, 


Let every, manufacturer of butter, hay- 
ing one cow ora hundred, prepare a mould 
ora set of moulds sufficiently large and 
numerous enough to hold each batch or 
churning of butter. After the butter is 
worked the seeond time, put it in these 
moulds, pressing it tightly into the corners, 
and making it smooth on top, and at once 
spread over it a cloth previously wet with 
strong brine, keeping away the air and 
light. Then place it in the ice-house to 
harden, (When the temperature is about 
50° or below, it maybe placed in any 
conyenient room.) In afew hours the 
butter is sufficiently hardened to admit of 
being wrapped in unstarched muslin, which 
has been previously dipped in cold brine, 
or the cloth can be cut to fit the moulds, 
and after being wet in the brine, may be 
placed in the moulds, care being taken to 
press the:butter so that each of the 
mould will be perfectly filled. Then when 
taken out, with but little ~work the balls 
aro carefully covered on top with that part 
of the cloth which had been left purposely 
uncut to cover the top of the ball. & 
string is then wound around each ball to 
keep the-cloth in place. ts 


The moulds are made from basswood, 
whitewood, wliite ash, soft or hard maple, 
beech, or any wood that will impart no 
flavor to the butter. The number of 
moalds varies from six to twenty in each 
block, and each must hold from one pound 
to four, as will best suit the customers. 
My mould has six spaces, holding one 
pound each. The spaces can be made in 
any desired shape to suit the fancy. While 
the butter is in the moulds, after harden- 
ing, each ball or print is easily stamped 
with any device desired—as the manufac- 
turer's trade mark or initials. Any num- 
ber of [moulds can be used, according to 
size of the dairy. One set will last a life- 
time, as they require no hard usuage. 
They are scalded after using, and put away 
todry. Just before using, wet so that the 
butter will not adhere to the wood, thus 
allowing the balls to readily drop out. My 
mould holds six blocks of butter. Each 
space is five inches long in the clear, two 
and a-half inches wide, and one and a-half 
deep. The partitions are thinner at the 
top, to permit the butter to drop out 
easily, . 

In packing for home or any distant mar- 
ket, a box is made similar to a starch box 
in shape (holding say 75 or 100 pounds of 
butter when filled,) of any wood from which 
the buttér can receive no injury. On 
the bottom of the box is placed a half-inch 
layer of the finest. and purest of damp salt, 
Over the salt place a muslin cloth, wet in 
brine. On this place a layer of butter-balls, 
about half an incli apart, and about the 
same distance from the side of the box. Be- 
tween these spaces damp salt is pressed fn 
sniigly, ‘so as to leave no vacant space. Over 
tho first set of balla another ‘layer of salt a 
fourth of an inch or more in thickness is

Tho wet cloths and damp salt preserve the 
| proper amount of dampness that should be 
in all first-class buttor. The shrinkage of 
| all closcly-packed butter is caused ‘by the 
salt dissolving and passing out through the 
pores of the wood, and thus the butter is 
soon loft in a dry state, and soon becomos 
rancid, When motlded and picked as here 
described, it is safe from risk and tho keop- 
ing qualities are preserved. 


The Compost Heap, 


No amount of experiments, talk, and 
largo results will draw farmers in a body 
away from keeping live stock and tho 
manure pile, and turn them wholly to 
“chomical farming.” The compost heap 
will still be an adjunct of the prosperous 
farmer's barn-yard ; nor would we haye it 
otherwise, There is a great deal of un- 
necessary work expended upon this plant 
food factory, however, in repeated shovel- 
ings to prevent overheating... Through 
mixing and proper pulverization are, of 
course, essential ; beyond this, work spent 
in shoveling is thrown away. Heating is 
the oxidation by the oxygen of the air of 
yarious substances in the cempost, and is 
necessary, to a certain extent, for the de- 
composition of the coarse materials. Over 
heating is usually checked by frequent 
stirring. But this only checks it fora 
timo, and afterwards, by the increased ac- 
cess of utmospherie oxygen, the heating 
(oxidation) is accelerated. A better way 
to pack the surface down solidly, by 
simply treading upon the heap with the 
feet (after pulverization), or, still better, 
to spread a little earth over the pile, taking 
care to compact it somewhat. Either 
method tends to exclude air, and thus pre- 
vents too rapid oxidation. By adopting 
this practice, so far as advisable, a large 
proportion of the expense in making com- 
post may be avoided. —Scientific Farmer.

Writiax Bouprick sworn, —Am brother of 
the last witness ; we live in the same house ; 
heard yelling on the road on the night in ques- 
tion ; know only one voice ; could not distin- 
guiah the words ; heard the noiso of wheels 
going rapidly ; the noise did not stop before 
the shot; it stopped immediately after tho 
shot ; in the morning saw berrics in the road 
about 15 or, 20 rods above our gate, and some 
at tho gato ; the box was about two-thirds full 
of berries ; some were spilled out, of which 
the pigs and sheepwere eating ; the box looked 
as if it had been full. 

Cross-examined,—I noticed one place at our 
gato, and one other place where a buggy had 
been turned in the road.

principle. Canada fas the ores in unlimi- 
ted quantities, fluxes are to be had at the 
doors of the works, at least in this section, 
therefore the labor of reducing these ores 
ought to be performed here, and thus the 
profit accruing from the work of manufac- 
turing them into iron and steel would be 
ours, as they are by right, instead of going 
into the pockets of our neighbors, The 
only possible way to bring this about, as 
they refuse to give us reciprocal free trade, 
isto give thema reciprocity in tarifis, as 
advocated by several of our wisest states- 
men, and by that means the immense pro- 
fits which United States manufacturers de- 
rive from their transactions with Canada 
would be lest to them and become the 
property of Canadian manufacturers, who 
could then enter into the business of man 
ufacturing iron without the certainty of 
being crushed by wealthy rivals, most of 
whom would rather,as past events witness, 
ruin themselves than allow the establish- 
ment of the iron manufacturing industry 
in Canada. Our Government is not com- 
posed of idiots, bnt of men who must see 
and known these facts ; but. they prefer 
thesupport ofa theory to action which would 
secure immense advantages to the country 
which they so sadly misgovern. 


Had the United States Government been 


ing its supplies of iron and steel, hardware 
and cutlery, from Great Britain, as it did 
halfa century ago. They were wiser in 
their generation, however, and resisting 
the cries of the free traders that the price 
f the articles to be protected would be 
greatly enhanced (just as is the cry in this 
country at the present time), they granted 
a sufficient degree of protection, and the 
consequence was that competition amongst 
manufacturers who engaged in that line 
of trade reduced the price to lower figures 
than before. At present American iron is 
conveyed across the Atlantic and sold in 
Great Britain, the great’ seat of the iron 
trade, at a profit ; and American prints and 
other goods are also sold in England in 
large quantities. These are the results of 
Protection in the United States; but in- 
stead of inaugurating a similar policy here, 
our rulers shut their eyes against all that 
conflicts with their theories, and prate of 
the wickedness of the ‘ Tories” in daring 
to put forward facts in support of views 
which they regard as “ heretical.” They 
will doubtless receive the reward which 
such distinguished services entitle them to 
when the people are given an opportunity 


to pronounce upon the mattor.

The Six Weeks’ Armistice, 
The Porte's Stipulations. 


DEPRESSION IN SERVIA. 
Fighting before Deligrad. 
3 IN THE MOUNTAINS, 


STARVING SERVIANS IN 
Loxpox, Oct, 26,—A despatch to the 
Standard, dated Belgrade, Wednesday night, 
nays the Turks captured Bogawischt this 
evening, and are now advancing along both 
banks of the Morava. Fightingwas going on 
to-day on tho slopes of Deligrad. 

Tho Finajever saya: “It is understood, in 
view of the possibility of farther serious com- 
plications in the East, that the Peninsular 
and Oriental’ Company's steamship Cathay 
will embark large numbers of troops at this 
port for Malta on the 28th inst,” 

Lonpon, Oot, 26.—A Times’ despatch from 
Vienna confirms the statement that the Porte 
had informed Gen, Ignatieff of its readinoss 
to consent to a six weeks’ armistice if all the 
Powers wished it; |The correspondent adds: 
There would have been no difficulty in 
fulfilling this condition, butit turns out that 
the Porte will insist on the stipulation 
that the Powers pledge themselves to pro- 
long the armistice if peace is not made within 
the original period. In spite of Ignatieff’s 
conciliatory attitude, little hope is entertain- 
ed that Russia will accept this condition, It 
may, however, be expected that the Porte 
has not said its last word, : 

The Belgrade correspondent of the Z'imes 
telegraphs as follows :—‘* There has not been 
since thé beginning of the war such depres- 
sion as now exists, not onl} in Belgrade, but 
throughout Servia, All ranks of the people 
vould most gladly welcome peace, It now 
ppears that the Servians, with the view of 
intimidating the Turks, have purposely ex-

Paul to this city. Bow River is navigable 
for a great distance, and empties into the 
Saskatohown. It passes through a splendid 
country, chiefly rolling praire, with suftici- 
ent timber interspersed for building pur- 
poses. 
POLICE STAIIONS. 

At Fort Macleod there are two troops, 
E and D, of Mounted Police stationed. 
At Fort Saskatchewan, about thirty miles 
from Edmonton, one troop A. At Tail 
Creek, 180 miles north of Fort Saskatche- 
wan, there is adetachment quartered, At 
Fort Cilgarry) F tegop: ig statidnied ; B and 
B troops are at Fort’ Walsh, in the Cypress 
Hills, 175 miles east of Fort MacLeod, 
with small detachments at Show Lake, 
Capell, Fort Pelly and Beautiful Plains, 
The police are therefore dispersed all over 
the Territory, and have performed most 
valuable services in weeding out the ‘illicit 
whiskey sollers, who were the agents em- 
ployed in demoralizing the Indians, Law 
and otder were set at defiance before the 
advent of the constabularly ; murder and 
eyery. kind of villainy stalked abroad, 
whilst the perpétrators were unwhipped of 
justice. All has been changed, the police 
having wrought a complete revolution in 
the habits of not only the white residents, 
but also of the nomad tribes’ The Forts 
are supplied with provisions by the firm of 
J. G. Baker &Co:, Fort Benton, a United 
States station in Montana Territory. At 
first, supplies for the men were scanty, but 
afterwards were ample.

ed by messengers to the outlying forts.

The 
Roman Catholics under Archbishop Tache, 
who has spent all his time since he was or- 
dained in the North-West, have been most 
perserving in the good work of trying to 
elevate the Indians, and bring them under 
the benign influence of Christianity. We 
found Jesuit missionaries at almost every 
point, from Winnipeg to the Pacific, living 
among and laboring for the welfare of the 
aborigines, At St. Ann's, near the: base 
of the Rocky Mountains, we saw a most 
prrererens and interesting settlement the 
fathers had gathered around them, with 
church and schools, but their adherents 
were half-breeds, the [full-blooded Indian 
being conspiciuous only by his absence,— 
Reporter Star.] The Blackfeet inhabit the 
region running: from the base of the Rocky 
Mountains to four hundred miles north of 
the American line, They winter close to 
the mountains on the banks ’of'‘Old Man’s 
River.” The tribes are all peaceable and 
well disposed towards the whites. They 
are much improved in their habits since 
the whiskey-sellers have! been oxtirpated, 
and are now compatatively well off, 
WHITE SETTLERS. 


A considerable numberof settlers have 
taken up tracts of grazing land for stock 
ranches in. various parts of the territory, 
chiefly in the neighborhood of the forts. 
Mr. Knowles described the country asthe 
finest on the whole continent of America 
for stock raising. Cattle do not require to 
bo housed in winter, aud in spring thoy 
come in ready for the butcher, Mtr. Shaw, 
who brought a stock of cattle from British 
Columbia, about 16 months since, has now 
over 600 head on hisranche. Mr. McFar- 
land, about, 160 head; Mr. Spruce, 200 
head ; Mr. Armstrong, 200 head ; and a 
numbor of others with a fower number. 
There is every probability of a still greater 
influx of settlers next spring, as people at 
4 distance aro beginning to learn what. the 
country in reality is. Very little has 
hitherto been done in cultivation, but, 
around the forts, the finest of vogotablos 
have boen raised, 


THE CLIMATE

is described by our own informant as being 
extremely fine, Snow falls in winter toa 
depth of one foot, but seldom or never lies 
long. The warm ‘‘chinook” or trade winds 
from the south. west, with rain showers, 
have the offect of cloaring off the snow 
soon after it falls, The winter gonorally 
appears from the lst-to the 15th eiNeven. 
ber, when storms ar6 prevalont for two 
weeks, Itthen becomes fair, and up to 
Christmas tho weather is\ doscribod ax 
magnificent, infact, like an Indian sum- 
mor. The days are warm and bright, with 
very light f at night. January nod 
Fobruury snow ‘storms are frequent, and 
short cold ‘‘enape!'set in whon fa anddon 
fall takos place in the tomperaturo, and for 
twoor three days at a time tho mercury

PROVINOE OF MANITOBA 

Mr. Knowles trayelled a good deal 
throvgh this Provinco, and ho speaks of it 
in glowing terms. Sottlers have pitched 
their tonts in|all directions; in many 
places good houses have been erdetod, and 
altogothorit isin a progressive stato. From 
Winnipeg to Beautiful Plains,.a distance 
| of probaly, 100 miles,.there is a line of 
settlomonts all along. Since the grasshop- 
pors have disappeared, the people are full 
of hope,and their crops this year have been 
most abundant. Neither in Canada nor 
| the United States has Mr. Knowles ever 
seen as good cropsas in Manitoba. The 
wheat, oats and barley could not be ex- 
ceeded for quality and quantity to the acre, 
and the vegetable productions eclipse any- 
thing he over witnessed before, He was 
shown potatoes produced there weighing 
over 3 lbs. The Mennonite settlers are 
in good spirits, and expect a great many 
moro of their country people ont next 
spring, 

THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC RAILWAY, 

is graded from Winnipeg to Pembina on 
the line to meet the North Pacific from 
Fishers’ Landing. When this is in running 
order there will be through railway com- 
munication from Winnipeg to Montreal. 


GRIRVANCES, 

Mr. Knowles complains of the treat- 
ment the constabulary received who went 
first to the North-West. They had a 
great deal of hardship to contend with, and 
never received any adequate recompense. 
The troops arrived at Fort Macleod on the 
16th October and had to remain in tents 
till near December, while they were build- 
inglog housesto winterin, During all this 
time they had only one blanket eavh, and 
as the nights were cold they suffered se- 
verely. With hard work their uniforms 
were worn out, and ‘before they were serv- 
ed with new ones they had to buy clothes 
and boots for themselves. They sent a 
poe to the Government, and when 

fajor-General Smyth was on inspection 
duty they spoke to him, and he said they

} ‘The high Sheriff of Dublin has been fined 
£100 for failing to summon a jury at the 
appointed time. 

Lioutendnt Leds, of tie 3rd Dragoon 
Guardsyytationéd at Island Bridge Barrackity 
Dublin, was! killed on Saturday oyening 
when riding in the Phoenix Park. 

On Monday there was sold by auction a 
farm of land, containing 2 16 Cunning- 
ham modsure, situate in Ca ullion, b 
longing to Mr. W. J. Chambers, and hel¢ 
by_him at the yearly rent of £5.28 8d. Tho 
following were the biddings : Mr, Thomas 
Henderson, £500.

Friday night a man named John Boylan 
was murdered in a cell in the police bar- 
racks\at Clones, under very) distressing cir- 
cumstances. Thursday was the fair day in 
Clones, and Boylan was arrested for being 
drunk jon the streets, and placed in the 
lock-up in connection with the police brrack, 
Some time after, another prisoner named 
Graham waa put into the same cell, charged 
with an assault, and; afterhim,a third man 
namod M’Donald. At nine o'clock Boylan 
was discoverod dead in his cell, and M’- 
Donald whon examined, was covered with 
blood, and was detained in custody by the 
police.

The horse fair_was yery large, and there 
wasa good demand for strong horses. 
Prices in this'department ranged from £18 
to £25. The following is the official re- 
turn ofthe number of horses, black cattle, 
&o., offered for sale at-the fair yesterday : 
609 horses, 865 black cattle, 984 pigs, 138 
sheep, 3 calves and 20 goats ;, total number 
of stock, 2,664.

to £53,370, making a total capital of £304,- 
135, which, at 4 per cent. interest, would 
yield £12,165 ; the assessment provided for 
under the scheme amounts to £12,810, ma- 
king a total income of £24,975, The sti- 
pends proposed under the scheme amount 
to£23;164; leaving asurplus~of £1-8hy 
This surplus shows the Diocesan scheme to 
be in a sound and satisfactory state, 

At a meeting of the Kerry Tenants’ De- 
fence Association on Saturday, the follow- 
ing letter was read from the Right Rey. 
Dr. Moriarty, Roman Catholic Bishop of 
Kerry, addressed to the Secretary : “‘Sir,

Management of Dairy Cows, 
| tig 
Mr. White, who is reprosented as a vory 
successful dairyman, at a Dairymen’s Con- 
vention at the West, gave tho following as 
| his modo of management of his busineas;— 


Ho has his cows come in about the Lat 


of April, and dries them offabout'the clone | 


| of tho year ; proferring to have! them dry 
| nearly or quite three months, Bofdrd they 
come in he begins feeding thon with corn 
and hay, When they aro turned on grass 
he feeds wheat shorts. Bran as now usnal- 


| other lot of calves, an’ 
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havo cows fit’ for tho. butchOr whon 
ready to dry otf, and doos soll those’ found 
undesirable in this way. When he wishos 
them to dry off he stops feeding grain and 
fives only slough hay, When they soon dry 


off, While dry he uses Jittle grain. Ho 
believes he can make 600 pounds of choose 
per’ Seasots tcoai'a Gow well led? kh éaatly ba 
400 from one not well fed. This representa 
a difference of about $20 in receipts. He 


also holds that a cow going Into winter in 
good flesh is worth $10;more than if she 
was poor. Bringing valuable manure on 
the tarm in the purchase of food is also an 
important point. 

Ho likes the plan of raising his own 
calves. A calf may be so treated that it 
will be a poor cow, or generally a good cow. 
Thore is much in the feeding and care given. 
He believes ho can start with a lot of cows 
such as he can gonerally buy,,and with an- 
atthe end of ten | 
years the latter will have given as large a 
produce ns the former—that is, that the 
calves rained by him would givo as largo'a 
produce in eight’ years as the “purchased 
ones in ton years, His own cows are about 
half-blood short-horns. He is now using an 
Ayrshire bull, and the calves are very pro- 
mising. 

His cow barn is 114 feet long, 38 feet 
wido, with 20'feet posts. - It is boarded 
and battened and ceiled on the insidé, 
Water never freezes in it when the cows 
are in. It accommodates 70 cows, 35 in 
each of the two rows, giving 3 feet 4 
inches for each cow, Stanchions are used, 
The barn is divided into three divisions 
longthwise, each a little over 12 feet wide. 
In the coxtro is a fooling floor, also used 
when drawing in hay: The. platforms on 
which the cows stand are 4 fect 8 inches 
wide ; back of these are the drops,3 inches 
deep and 16 inches wide, made water- 
tight. “Back of théde are spaces of about 
6 feet next the sidés; thus giving abun- 
dance of room for passing and also room 
for a waggon. The upper part of the barn 
is used far storing hay, There are three 
ventilators and six windows on cach 
side. 

There are largo doors at each end of tho 
stable parts as well as of the central parts. 
In the morning, when the cows are turned 
out, the pigs come in to pick up the undi- 
gested grains of corn passed by the cows, 
and thus the droppings are. throughly stir- 
ret. .A waggon is thon driven in and the 
droppings thrown in, and,as a rule,at once 
taken to the field. At each end of the 
barn the yardsare boarded for thirty or 
forty ject. ‘Tho yards’ are well protectod 
by high fences, and are kept well supplied 
with straw or slough hay.

no great land army ; she would be power- 
loss to prevent the rapid and certain con- 
quest of Asia Minor, Syria and even Egypt 
by land alone. But far worse than this : 
England would be no match for that gi- 
gantic naval force ever ready in those

cessful. The Alert has proceeded to Queens- 
town and Capt. Nares to London ; all are 
well. Tho Alert arrived at Valentia at 3:30 
o'clock this afternoon, being the first land 
made since leaving the frozen regions. She 
parted company with the Discovery in the 
Atlantic. 

The Alert and Discovery left Port Foulke 
on July 20th, 1875, and entered the ice off 


and reached the limit of navigation on the 
shore of the Polar Sea. The ice varied 
in thickness, being in some places 150 feet 
deep, President Land does not exist, The 
Alert wintered in latitude 82°27, At this 
point the sun was invisible for 142 days, 
and a temperature the lowest ever recorded 
was experienced, A detachment with sledg- 
es was despatched northward ; it was absent 
seventy days, and reached latitude 83°29. 
Another party rounded Cape Columbia, the 
northernmost point of America, and traced 
22U miles westward from Greenland, and 
also explored far to the eastward. These 
sledge parties mot with no game, and suffer- 
ed from scurvy. Here Petersen died from 
frost bite. John Porter of the Alert, and 
Jas. Hans and Chas. Paul,of the Discovery 
died on the sledging expeditions. No 
Esquimaux were seen, nor were any ice- 
bergs met with beyond Cape Union. The 
expedition encountered great difficulties in 
returning. The Alert’s rudder bolt was 
damaged. The vessels left Smith’s Sound 
on September 9th. They signalled the 
Pandoar, Oct. 26, all well. The Alert 
parted from the Discovery in a gale on

Russia Assumes a Pacific 
Attitude. 


"AUSTRIA DECLARES FOR PEACE. 
CRISIS IN THE SERVIAN MINISTRY. 


|The Armistice and the Proposed

Lon von, Oct. 28,— The Standard’s Belgrade 
despatch says that intelligent witnesses just 
returned from Deligrad report that tho Ser- 
vians aro enduring fearfu i On 
Sunday last 600 wounded were lying at inns 
and ©cafes which were used as hospitals. 
Half of these people had wounded themselves 
in order to procure their discharge. 


Thore is acrisis in the Servian Ministry. 
The Minister of War, Nicolich, has resigned 
in consequence of Gen, Tchernayoff’s arro- 
gance. Princv Milan refuses to accept his 
resignation, but M. Nicolich presiats, and 
has support of Prime Minister Ristics and his 
colleagues. ‘hero ia no war news from 
Bolgrade to-day. 

A Router’a telegram from Vienna reports 
that Prince Auersporg, President of the 
Austrian Council, replying in the Reichsrath 
to interpellations on the Eastern question, 
declare that the Austrian policy was abovo 
everything to maintain peace, Consequently 
any aspiration toward the acquisition of 
foreign territory was out of the question. 
Count Andrassy could not suffer his policy to 
be influenced by the interest of different 
nationalities, but solely by those of the entire 
Empire, He would continue to resolutely 
strive for the maintenance of peace and the 
amelioration of the condition of the Christians 
in Turkey. 

The Vienna despatch of the Z'imes reports 
that negotiations have taken unexpectedly a 
favorable turn. Russia on Thursday informed 
the Powers she had no objection toa clause 
being added to the six weeks’ armistice, pro- 
viding that it might eventually be prolongued 
if required by the state of the negotiations, 
this clause of course to be only permissive, 
and to fix no term to the prolongation ; but 
the latest irformation isthat Russia has all 
but consented to make the first prolongation 
one of six weeks, as obligatory. The Ger- 
man Government, which waa first informed 
of Russia’s concession, has already expressed 
its adhesion, and recommended the other 
Powers todo the same. It is thought that 
Raussia’s action will be influenced by a desire 
to disarm the suspicions of Europe. In Con- 
stantinople the conviction grows that Russia 
is not seeking a pretext fora rupture, but is

These mount in all abont 1,400 guns, but 
only three of the vessels carry ordnance of

An important factorin the strength of the 
nations in their navies. The British nayy 
numbers 349 steam vessels of every discrip- 
tion, many of them the best vessels afloat,and 
19 sailing vessels, ‘These mount some of the 
heaviest puns in the world. They are man- 
ned by 62,000 seamen, and the discipline 
throughont the navy is excellent. 

France is only second to Great Britain. She 
possesses 369 steam vessels of war, and 11) 
sailing vessels, but asthey aré of smaller 
class than those of Great Britain they can 
hardly be reckoned as effective. This navy 
is manned by 73,000 officers and marines. 
Austria’s navy, although comparatively 
small besides--those of Great Britain and 
France, is of nd mean proportions, It con- 
sists of 42 line-of-battle ships (steam) and 42 
sailing veasels of war,carrying in all 796 guns, 
and manned by 14,500 men. 

Italy has a small but very superior force, 
consisting of 92 steam vessels of war, carry- 
ing 876 guns, and 8 sailing vessels, with an 
armament of 105 guns. 

Tho Russian_nayy consists of two. great 
divisions—the flect of the Baltic, and that of 
the Black Sea. At latest reports the Baltic 
fleet consisted of seventy-seven mon-of-war 
and the Black Sea'fleet of nine men-of. war. 
Besides these there are the fleets of the 
Caspian Sea, the White Sea, the Sea of Aral, 
and the Siberian fleet, Most of these are 
steamers and sailing vessels not ranked with 
first-class ships of war, The iron-clad fleet 
number in all twenty-nine vessels, mounting 
one hundred and eighty-four guns. One of 
these is the mastless turret ship ‘‘Peter the 
Great,” announdged by. cable to haye been 
despatched from Cronstadt to the Mediter- 
rancan, She was built in Constadt, and was 
launched in 1874, .She_reaembles in design 
the three great turrot-ships of the British 
navy, but is thirty-six feet longer and two 
feot wider than the largest of the British 
ships. Like them sho has two turrots and 
carrics four thirty-five ton guns of Krupp 
ntecl. Fesides this monster, the iron-clac 
Hoot includes cight frigates, threo corvettes, 
fourteen ttirret monitors, ‘and three floating 
batteries. Recent additions to this flect have 
been made by the construction of soveral 
vessels of a new description, called ‘‘pircular 
shaped monitors,” designed by Admiral Pop+ 
poll, builder of the ‘Peter the Great.” The 
value of those now vessels a3 weapons of war 
is yet uncertain. 

The fleet of war of Turkey consisted,at the 
end of 1875, of 20 iron-clad ships and seventy 
other steamers, The iron-clada afloat com-

The state of the Servians is indescribably 
distressing. No force has undergone such 
sufferings since the retreat from Moscow. 

Tho Berlin correspondent of the Times 
telegraphs that General Ignatieff at a private 
audience has informed the Sultan that if an 
armistice were accorded Russia, he would be 
content tosubmit the question of autonomy 
to a conference of the Powers, ‘The corres- 
pondent remarks that Russia certainly wants 
to exclude Turkey from the conference, but 
as Austria is likely to persist in opposing a 
Conforenco at all, this part of Russia’a pro- 
posals probably will not much embarrass 
Turkey. 
The Times despatch from Vienna explains 
the contradictions concerning the capture of 
Djunis. It says tho position at Djunis con 
sists of ontrenchmeifts along the Djuulakar 
stream, the key of which is two largo redoubts 
to the north of Djunis, These were taken on 
the 23rd inst, Thero may be some position 
further on which the Servians may still hold, 
and which they consideras belonging to Djunis. 


A telegram to the 7'imes from Vienna, di- 
rectly from Constantinople, shows that there 
is still sensible difference between the Russian 
and Turkish proposals for an armistice, Tur- 
key wishing to make a prolongation certain if 
peace is not concluded within the original 
term, and Russia only admitting the possibil- 
ity of a prolongation. 

The Constantinople correspondent of the 
Daily Despatch says he is informed that the 
Sultan’ has accepted the armistice without 
conditions,

Three Good Houses. 


Several years ago the writer of this article 
| had occasion to find a new domicile in one of 
the favorite saan ences fol Now oe 
cit Je, and finally settled upon a large 
cctaee tn a vory healthy town, This cottage 
was better ventilated than even wooden 
houses are likely to be } but as puro air al- 
ways scomed cheap to the writer,ovon though 
an extra large coal bill was indurred, the cot. 
tage seomed particularly desirable by reason 
of the fault alluded to, When winter arrived, 
however, not oven loosely framed doors and 
rattling windows admitted enough pure air 
to keep the occupants awake and bright 
through the short evenings of a family which 
always retired carly. ‘Tho writer occasionally 
imagined that ho detected an uuploasant odor 
At the registor, and some friends to whom he 
mentioned his supposition suggested dead 
mice in the pipes which conveyed heat from 
the furnace to the registers; others suggested 
that a cast-iron furnace was at the bottom of 
tho trouble ; atill others (who were promptly 
withered by a glance from the writer's better 
half) suggested a dirty collar, Tho writer 
finally Joarned that the. collar: was. occasion 
ally damp—and he noticed that its floor sloped 
vor dually towards the centre, Putting 
both facts together, he was not surprised to 
find a drain,directly under the furnace, tocarry 
off water;thisdrainlodts the cess-pool, and when 
the furnace was inoperation the foul gases of the 
pool were sucked ap by the furnace and con- 
voyed through the house, This house stood 
on a good streot, was built for occupants with 
purses of reasonable longth, and passed as one 
of the best houses that could be hired in the 
village. Moving from this house to another 
which had long seemed attractive, the writer 
soon found that unless his cellar windows were 
always opon and a good draft passing through 
them, a bad smell would tind its way into and

through the house. An examination of the 
collar showed that this receptacle was gener- 
ally very damp, though why it should be was 
nut apparent, fora drain started from one cor- 
nd'ran toa brook not far away, and at a 
pectablo descent. It was tinally discovered, 
however, that the water im the well (which 
was near and in front of the house) was often 
above the line of the bottom of the cellar, and 
that although the louse stood at the foot of a 
valloy, it had no exterior or.bottom proteetion 
in the shape of drains. It was simply impos: 
sible to keep the carpets, bedding, walls, Key, 
of this houne from feeling damp, even when & 
steady fire burned in the furnace, and the loss 
of a child was attributed by physicians to ma 

larious ¢xbalations from the cellar. The trus- 
tees of this house were practical plumbers and 
members of a public health association, 

A. bandsome- high-priced -house was-then 
purchased froma rich and reputable citizen, 
under whose personal supervision it had been 
built, The ground on which it stood was 
rathov low, but a well cemented foundation 
wall and cellar seemed to defy dampness, 
while a system of traps seemed to shut off 
unwholesome exhalations from, waste water. 
After the first heavy fall of rain, however, 
the water from the well was unpleasant both 
to the palate and nostrils; the fault being 
attributable to surface drainage, the curbing 
of the well was raised a little. Finally, at 
the end of a very dry month, the taste and 
odor disappeared, and the last drop of water 
in the well disappeared soon after. Laugh- 
ing at this feeble attempt of the Fates to tor- 
ment thew, the occupants drew upon their 
well-filled cisterns; here they encountered 
odors and tastes more repulsive than the: had 
found in the well. ‘‘Fresh cement always 
makes the water taste bad,” said a practical 
neighbor, so the cistern was promptly pumped 
dry and washed ou’, and the neighbor afore- 
said~ wad rewarded of his suggestion by 
haying hisown well and cistern laid under 
contribution until the next rain-fall But 
somehow the faculty of that coment for spoil- 
ing water was remarkablo, and wo rejoiced 
when winter storms “gave usa full well once 
more. For six months the cistern was undis- 
turbed, except on washing day, although the 
‘ell occasionally yielded offensive water ; 
at last, however, the well failed in the 
dry month of July, 1876. Once more the 
cistern was approached ; the first strokes of 
the pump brought water that was as brown 
as coffee and as offensive as stable drainage. 
Radical reform measures were immediately 
resolved upon, and a papbes engaged | to ap- 
py them, with the following results: We 
earned that a cesspool which received all the 
kitchen drainage;ineluding the water in which 
dirty clothing had been washed, was within 
tworfeet of the cistern andeight-fect of the 
well ; the overflow pipe of the cistern commu- 
nicated with this pool the dimensions of 
which pool were about two by five feet ; the 
kitchen drainage of an o:dinary washing day 
could not with; sufficient rapidity soak into 
the ground out of so small an enclosure, so it 
flowed into the cistern, while much that went 
into the ground found ita way to the well. 
The gentleman under whose supervision this 
last mentioned house was built was frequent- 
ly asked about the location of the cesspool (for 
the wellewas dug after the house was purchas- 
ed) and always indicated the whereabouts of 
a larger and quite remote pool, allowing the 
owner to sink a well in the immediate prox- 
imity to the smaller pool ; the mason who had 
dug and laid the pool and cistern came once 
toclean and repair the latter, but never sug-* 
gested the cause of the trouble.

But if the experiences recorded have befallen 
the lessee—a man with whom good ventila- 
tion, perfect drainage, and pure water are 
hobbies—in three short years, and in houses 
apparently excellent, what must be constant 
y happening to Penis who are careless on 
these points, and who consider a house at- 
tractive in proportion to the smallness of its 
rent? How many householders are thero, 
who, untiring in ‘their efforts for the good 
and’ comfort of their families, are being 
stemlily and successfully fought by deadly 
enomies underground ? How many thousands 
of the ‘‘sad and mysterious dispensations of 
Providence” may be traced to ignorant or 
unsorupulous builders and their employeess ? 
This much the writer has learned by sad 
expericnco—to resolutely trace unpleasant 
house odors to thoir source, to disgover. some 
cause for the eyoning lassitude which is com- 
mon in many families, and to hurry to the 
physician, for analysis, a sample of any 
drinking water whioh seems in any Way ob- 
jectionable,—Christian Union.

LAVENDER Warer.—Best English la- 
vender, four drachms ; oil of cloves, half a 
drachm ; musk, fiye grains ; beat spirits of 
wine, six Ounces; water, one ounce. Mix 
the oil of lavender with a little spirits first, 
then add tho other ingredients, and let it 
stand, being kept well-corked for at least 
two months before it is used, shaking it 
frequently. 

Burnt Covrey as 4 Distnrectant.—In 
the case of bad odors in a dwelling-house 
thore are fow things more efficacious and 
none more readily applied than burnt coffoo, 
An ounce of coarsely ground, previously 
roasted, coffe on a pan of hot coals gives 
off a pleasant, penetrating odor, which will 
remain for along time when the windows 
are opened, 

Packixna Kaas vor Wixtex Usr,— 
Strong lime water is the best of anything, 
but in the absence of lime many pack their 
eggs small end down in common salt. 
Some grease the shells with melted lard 
and pack in bran. A very good way, too, 
is to till a colander fall of eggs and pour 
over them a toakettleful boiling water 
then, when cool, pack in salt. Tho hot 
water slightly cooks the outside of the egg, 
making it air-tight. This is a favorite way 
with many housekeepers. 

How to Coox Corxep Brrr. — The 
Boston Journal of Chemistry says: Don't 
boil it, for corned beef should never be 
boiled. It should only simmer, being plac- 
ed on a part of the range or stove where 
this process may go on uninterruptedly 
from four to six hours, according té the 
size of the piece, _ If it is to be served, let 
the meat remain in the liquor until cold. 
Though meat can be mado tender by letting 
it remain in the liquor until the next day, 
and then bring it to the boiling point just 
before serving. 


To Keer Burren Sweer.—A friend as- 
sures us that his wife always keeps butter 
sweet or removes rancid taste and odor 
from it by means of charcoal packed in the 
vessel with it. She cuts smooth sticks of 
charcoal, and, after washing the dust from 
them shoves them through the butter per- 
pendicularly, allowing them to remain in 
the vessel until the butter is consumed. 
Fresh butter will never become rancid if 
thus packed, while rancid butter will soon 
become as sweet as cyer, This may be a 
valuable hint to those who make butter to 


sell. 
Errscr or Imrcurt Ice.—It is generally | 
believed that when water freezes all im- 


purities are left behind. This is partially 
but not absolutely trae. The State Board 
of Health of Massachusetts have recently 
called attention to an outbreak of intestinal 
disorder, clearly attributed to the contam- 
ination of impure ice. The pond from 
which the ice had been taken had become 
obstructed so that the water was rendered 
stagnant and a large mass of putrescent 
matter had accumulated in it, Ananalysis 
of the ice showed that it was charged with 
these impurities. 

The following compound is said greatly 
to facilitate the washing of clothes: Dis- 
solve 2 lbs, of bar soapin about 3 gallons 
of water as hot as the hand can bear. Add 
1 tablespoonful of turpentino, and$of liquid 
amonia. Stir, and steep the clothes in this 
for three hours, keeping the vessel tightly 
covered. Then wash the clothes in the 
usual way. The soap and water may be 
used a second time, in which case a tea- 
spoonful of turpentine and the same amount 
of amonia must be added. This treatment 
is calculated to save much labor in cleans- 
ing summer clothes stained by fruit, etc.

of them seems to realize. As one of the 
indispensible luxuries of the breakfast 
table through the winter, its value is not 
by any means _ overlooked. .But, in .its, 
various adaptations forifeeding-pufposésto- 
nearly every kind of stock, its utility and 
profit are’ not sufticiently understood. Like 
nearly all feeeding commodities, it requires 
for its best effect to be blended with other 
kinds of food, and if the combination is 


the value of the mixture. There is no ani 
mal on tlie farm that will not relish and 
thrive uppa buckwheat when itis suitably 
prepared, 

There is no bettier feed for poultry in 
winter than buckwheat meal and corn meal 
added to mashed potatoes and fed warm ; 
and the same mixture with the addition of 
cut stalks or hay is equally excellent for 
cattle or sheep. 

John Johnson, of Geneva, N. Y., who 
has had a large and successful experience 
in feed, says he has fattened many cat- 
tle and far more sheep during the last 
twenty years, using buckwheat very extén- 
sively, and has found that it will fatten 
stock as well for the amount of pounds as 
any other grain, oats perhaps excepted,and 
that he would much rather hare half buck- 
wheat meal than all corn meal to feed 
three-year-old steers that have not been 
accustomed to grain. 

But it should never be forgotten that 
the true economy of this feed (as in fact of 
every other) depends on the the proportion
